King of England (ſays Mr. Osborne) by Virtue of 

the Conſtitution, hath not only a Share in the Le- 
gillature, but the /e Executive Power of the Laws in his 
own Hands; for when the Laws are made, the whole Au- 
therity of the Kingdom; and the Diſpeſition of all Places, 
Civil, Military, and Eccleſiaſtical, are in Him. This is 
a Legal Power, held in Truſt for the Good of the King- 
dom; and this real Power is as abſolutely neceſſary to pre- 
ſerve his Majeſty's rea! Independency in the Legiſlature, as 
the Power of giving Money is to preferve the real Inde- 
Pen lency of the Commons. 

This is the Key-ſtone that keeps the Whole together: 
If this be ſhaken, our Conſtitution totters ; if it be quite 
removed, our Conſtitution falls into Ruin: That noble Fa- 
brick, the Pride of Britain, the Envy of her Neighbours, 


raiſed by the Labour of ſo many Centuries, repaired at

the Expence of ſo many Millions, and cemented by fuch 
a Profu ſion of Blood, would be in Danger of being ſab- 
verted by the King's loſing his Independency, as truly as by 
the Commons lofing their Independency. _. 
This is the Conffitution of England; and J call upon Mr. 
Cilcaftle, or the Author of the Diſſertation on Parties, to 
explarmn nnd vindicate the following Propoſition laid down 
in the Creft/men, in any other conſiſtent Senſe: vig. 
«« The Friends cf Liberty acknowledge, that a Balance of

This being true, what ſhall we think of any Attempts 
made to foe his Majeſty of that Power over all Oſfi- 
cers, Civil, Military, and Eccleſiaſtical, which is ſo abſolute- 
ly neceffary to the Preſervation of his Conffitutional Indepen- 
1 or of a LATE ATTEMPT made todeprive the 
King of his Legal Power of placing or diſplacing Officers of 
the Army? for the Conſequence would be, that the Army 
would be no longer properly /ubjef? to the King. If this 
Power was taken from the King, and lodged in the Parlia- 
ment, twould then be the Parliament's Army ; which would 
be weakening the Balance on the King's Side; as the Di/po- 
tion of all Places by the Parliament, would be a total De- 
Aructiòon of the Balance, and an End put to all Kingly Go- 
vernment. But, if inſtead of lodging this Power of diſ- 
placing Officers of the Army in the Parliament, we ſhould 
lodge it in the Army t/elf, and ſuffer none to be removed, 
but what are removed by a Court- Martial, that would be

This done, the Primate 
propoſed the following Articles to be debated in the Diet. 
(1.) A general Confederacy of all the Members of the 
Republick, for its Tranquility, Safety and Liberty. (2.) The 
Pata Conventa, which ſhould be impoſed on the future 
King. (3.) Proper Methods for compoſing the Differen- 
ces, which were got to a great Height, in the late Reign, 
and to prevent the like for the future. (4.) The Pay- 
ment of the Army, and an immediate Remedy of the 1 | 
ditions Commotions, which began to appear in ſeveral 
Parts of the Kingdom. (5.) The Neceſſity of reforming 
the Artillery as ſoon as poſſible: And (6.) The Benefit 
which would accrue to the Nation by a general Coin. 


After this he prefſed them to defer the Diet of Election, 


till the next Spring, under Pretext of giving them a fuf- 


fcient Time to proceed maturely in their Choice. 


The Diet was ſoon obliged to ſuſpend its Debates for a 
Time by the Irruption of the Tartars near Zolkiew, and 
a Mutiny in the Army; and it was quickly afterwards 
entirely diſſolved, upon Horodenski, the Nuncio of Czer- 
nicouꝰs leaving the Aſſembly, and proteſting gainſt all 
their Proceedings. Not long after, the Lit huanians were 
likewife in Arms, under Pretence, that their Rights and 
Eccleſiaſtical Immunities, had been infringed by the Ar- 
my. Theſe Troubles were, however, ſooner appeaſed 
than thoſe in Poland, where the Rebels committed great 
Depredations, and were not brought to a Senſe of their 
Duty, till the Month of May 1697. The Turks and Tar- 
tars advanced, in the mean Time, within eight Leagues 
of Leopold, and laid all Waſte before them, The A 
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30 nF. or. 
de Polignac, who was then Ambaſſador from France in 
Poland, offered, in his Maſter's Name, 100,000 Florins,

to put the Poles in à Condition to drive theſe ſtroling 
Gueſts from their Frontiers; but no Ear was given to his 
Propoſal. That Miniſter had a watchful 2 over the 

ueen's Motions, in Favour of her Sons. ſoon ſaw, 


that all her Efforts would be in vain, for either of her 


younger Sons, and, he knew the Averſion the ny 


of the Poliſh Nation had conceived againſt the Eldeſt. 


He, therefore, concluded it might now be a proper Time 


to propoſe a Prince of the Houſe of France. He com- 


municated his Opinion to his Court, and inſinuated that 
it would be no great Difficulty to raiſe a powerful Party 
to favour the Prince of Conti's Intereſt. The next Step 
he took was artfully to diſſuade the . Nobility from 
propoſing any of their own Body, as Candidates to the 
Crown. Having, as he thought, ſecured this Point, he 


made no ſcruple to name his Candidate; as a Prince who 


could protect and defend their Country, from all Inſults. 
He was immediately oppoſed by the Inperial Miniſters ; 


but the Abbot anſwered the Objections that were made 
againſt the Prince of Conti, in ſuch Manner as was ſatiſ- 


factory to many. None was more inflexible than the Bi- 
ſhop of Cujavia,. who was not by any Means to be 
brought over to the French Party. Nevertheleſs, the 


'Abbot was ſo ſucceſsful, that he induced all the Dietins 


to exclude Prince James Sobieski, and his two Brothers. 
The Excluſion of the German Princes followed ; and the 
fame Thing was attempted with Reſpect to the Prince of 


Conti, but failed. It was now the chief Aim, as well of 


the Imperin! Miniſters, as of the Friends to Prince James, 
to endeavour the Deſtruction of the Prince of Contis Par- 
ty. To this End they propoſed ſeveral Candidates.; But 


notwithſtanding all their Attempts, . the Matter lay be- 


tween the Elector of Saxony, and the Prince of Conti. 


The latter had all along had a conſiderable Party; but 


that of the former got Strength by Degrees. The Sup. 
port ſent privately by the Court of Vienna, the Com- 
plaints of the great Diſtance of the Prince of Conti, and 


the Want of Money to pay the Army, all contributed to 


the Advancement of the Elector. 
On the rgth of May, 1607 the Diet of Election was 
opened, with the uſaal Ceremonies. The Palatines a- 


m 


greed to de ſire Count Homieniski, who had been Marſhal. 
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in the Preliminary Diet, to officiate as ſuch, till they 
ſhould - proceed to a new Election, which they propoſed to 
do on the roth. And ſome Seſſions paſs d before any Re- 
ſolution of Moment was taken. Several Competitors of- 
fered for the Dignity of Marſhal, but, after a few Day's 
Conteſt, ſeven of them thought fit to deſiſt. This did 
not, however, allay the Heats, which now began to run 
ſo high, that it was thought-neceffary to convene a Poſpo- 
lite, on the r5th of Fune. In this Aſſembly, Count Bie 
linski, a Nobleman, who was entirely in the Intereſt of 
France, having the Majority, was proclaimed Marſhal im- 
mediately. So much Diflention reigned, in this Diet, that 
it was eaſily foreſeen their would be a Sciſſion, and of 
Courſe a doable Election. There was a great Objection 
againſt the Elector of Saxony, vis. his Religion ; But, 
to remove it, a Certificate was prodyced, to prove, that 
he had abjured Latherani/m at Nienna, on the ſecond of 
June, 1696. in the Preſence of the Prince of Saxe-Zites, 

iſhop of Faverin : Little Credit was, however, given to 
this. Certificate, becauſe no Mention was made in it, what 
Church the Ceremony was performed in, nor was there 


any Witneſs to the Act. The Pope's Nuncio, indeed fign- 


ed it, and declared that he knew it to be the Biſhop's 
Hand; by which he encreas'd the Elector's Party, but 
it ſtill appeared to be much inferiour to that of the Prince 
of Conti. | 3 5 5 

On the ſeven and twentieth of June, 1679, after many 
Intriegues, on both Sides, the Primate proclaimed the 


Prince of Conti, and, according to Cuſtom, cauſed 22 


Deum to be ſung on that Occaſion. While this was do- 
ing the oppoſite Party proteſted againſt that Election, 
and the Biſhop of Cujavia nominated the Elector of Saro- 
ny, King of Poland, and Duke of Lithuania, and imme- 
diately afterwards Sung Te Deum in the ſame Church, 
where the ſame Ceremony had but juſt before been per- 
formed, for the Election of the other Candidate. The 
Chevalier de Flemming ſwore the next Day to the Pa#z 
Conventa, in the Name of his Maſter, King Aaguſtus: 
And with this Circumſtance our Author finiſhes his farſt

The Number of Books of this Kind is greater, than has 
generally been believed. That of Falvius Urfinus, which 
is not yery much known, is one of this Kind, which de+ 
ſerves the particular Attention of the Publick : And tho! 
his Explications are not free from Errors, and he hag 
committed a very groſs one, for a Man of his Capacity, 
in taking the Image of 7e/us Chriff, for that of a Roman 
Conſrl; (Vid. Rutgerſii Variar. Lectionum, Cap. I. pag. 6, 
& 7.) Notwithſtanding theſe Faults, we ſay, none of 
thoſe who have followed this Italian, in adding Explana- 
tions to their Images of the ancient Heroes, are in any 
wiſe to compare with him. We will not even except 
Gronovius, the younger, who has collected and explained 
many.

tephen Picart le Romain, and William Valet, two of the 
ateſt Artiſt in that Way, of the foregoing Century, 
and moſt of his Explications were finiſhed, His Brother, 
Mark- Anthony, took the Care of what was left unfiniſhed 
and compleated it, in ſuch a Manner, that it might bear 
the Examination of the moſt rigid Criticks, who however, 
have not always done it the Juſtice it deſerved on Account 
of ſome trivial 'Errors, that have been atnended in this 
Edition, which may juſtly be ſaid to be one of the fineſt, 
that has for many Years appeared in the United Provinces. 
Theſe Errors are chiefly Errors of the Preſs, which 
are in great Number, and ſuch as have frequently altered 
the Senſe. The Paſſages, taken from ancient Authors, had 
ſuffered chiefly by the Negligence of Editors; And the 
bad Colour, and Thinneſs of the Paper had concealed a 
great Part of the Delicacy of the Rnfgraving. The diftin- 
guiſhing Reader will not have their Imperfections to com- 
plain of, in the new Edition. Monfieur de Chevieres has 
remedied the firſt; by examining and correcting all the 
Quotations from the Ancients, by their Originals; And 
for the latter, the Pains Picart has taken to retouch the 
Plates, and the Goodneſs of the Paper, upon which they 
are taken off, gives this new Editiof! a very great Prefe- 
rence to the former.

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In order to underfland the following Copy of Ferſes, it is 
neceſſary the Readers ſhould know, that in the Reign of Harry 
the 8th there was one Mr. William Tindall, a very good 
Scholar, and one of the ma eminent Proteftants of his Time. 
This Gentleman tranſlated the New Teftament into Engliſh 
about the Tear 1526. He afterwards tranſlated the five 
Bucks of Moſes, and wrote a Preface before each Book, 
wherein he expoſed Popery in a very ſatirical Manner. 
Loftly, with the Afſiffance of Mr. Miles Coverdale, he 
finiſhed the firſt Engliſh Tranſlation of the :whole Bible. 
This Tranflation has been once or twice revived, and is 
called in our Common-Prayer Books, the Great Engliſh Bi- 
ble, out of which the Pſalms read in our Churches are taken. 
The Popiſh Clergy were ſo enraged at what-Mr. Tindall bad 
done, that they made England too hot to bold bim, and tho 
be fied into Flanders, they got him apprehended there for a 


Heretick. It is probable enough. that this Gentleman was of 


the ſame Family with the late Dotter Tindall. The follow- 
ing Lines make à ſort of 9 between theſe two emi- 
nent Men, but prefer our own Contemporary infinitely be- 
fore hrs Predeceflor, and Nameſake. +

When the Meaſures of his Admi- 
niſtration grew too bad, and the Tendency of them too 
apparent to be defended and ſupported, even in that Par- 
liament, and even by a Party Spirit, He had Recourſe 
to a ſecond Attempt ; That is, to Corruption ; and Ciiſ 
ford firſt liſted a mercenary Band of Friends to the Govern- 
nent againſt the Conſtitution Let us obſerve, on 
this Occafion, and as We paſs along, that a national Par- 
y (ſuch a Party as the Court adepis, in Contradiſtinction 
.to ſuch a Party as it creates,) will always retain ſome nati- 
onal Principles, fome Regard to the Conſtitution. They 
may be traiſported, or ſurprized, during the Heat of 
Canteſt eſpecially,” into Medfures of long and fatal Conſe- 
quence. They may be carried on, for a certain Time, 
and to a certain Point, by the Luſts of Vengeance and of 
Power, in order to wreak one upon their Adverſaries, 
and to ſecure the other to Themſelves. But a national

They will become the Adverſaries of their 

Friends, and the Friends of their Adverſaries, to prevent

et, by what Name ſoever He affect to diſtinguiſh 
Himel and his Followers, will by found really at the 
Head of a Faction, not of a Party. But the Difference 
between one and the other is ſo viſible, and the Bounda- 
ries, where Party ceaſes and Fa:7ios commences, are ſo 
_ ſtrongly mark d, that it is ſufficient to point at them. 

I return therefore, and obſerve that when the Spirit of 
Party fail'd King Charles, and the Corruption He employ- 
ed proved ineffectual, He reſolved to govern for a Time 
without Parliaments, and to employ that Time, as ſoon as 
He had check d the Spirit of one Party by inflaming That 
of another, in garbling Corporations. He had found by 
Experience that it was impoflible to corrupt the Stream 
in any great Degree, as long as the Fountain continued 
pure. He apply d Himſelf therefore to ſpread the Taint 
of the Conrt in „and to poiſon thoſe Springs, from 
whence the Health and Vigour of the Conſtitution flow. 
This was the third, the laſt, and by much the moft dan- 
gerous Expedient, employed by the Friends of the Gover n- 
ment in the Reign of King Charles II. to undermine our 
Liberties. The Effect of it He did not live to ſee ; but 
We may eafily conjecture what it would have been. 
The frequent fitting of Parliament was indeed provided 
for, indirectly and in Conſequence by the Exigencies of 
the Har, which ſoon follow'd the Revolution. This War 
made annual Supplies — and before it was over, 
the ſame Neceſſity of axnuai Seſſions of Parliament came to 
de eſtabliſh'd, as it continues to this Hour, by the great 
Alteration made relatively to the publick Revenue. The 
whole publick"Revenne had been the King's formerly. Par- 
liamentury Aids were, in thoſe Days, extraordinory and 
occa and Things came to that Paſs at laſt, that Par- 
linments were more frequently, or more rarely conven'd, 
juſt as Courts had more frequent, or more -rare Occaſions 
for ſuch Supplies. But King #/7//;am began to be, and all 
our Princes fince Him have continued to be, only Proprie- 
tors for Life of that Part of the publick Revenue, which 
is appropriated to their civil Li; although They are in- 
truſted Rill with the Management of the whole, and are 
even the Stewards of the publick Creditors for that Part, 
which is the prrvate Property of theſe Creditors. This is 
the preſent State, ſufficiently known, but neceſſary to be 
mention'd particularly on this Qccafion ; and This muſt

- Seſſions f Parliament 
muſt be annualiy held, or the Government it. ſelf be di- 
ſtreſs'd. ; But neither is This ſuch a direct and full Secu- 
rity as the Importance of the Thing requires; dor does 
the Security of our Liberty conſiſt only in frequent Seſſions 
of Parliaments ; but it conſiſts likewiſe in frequent new Par- 
liaments. Nay, it conſiſts ſo much more in This than in 
the other, that the former may tend, without the /atter, 
even more than the Di/continuance of Parliaments, to the 
Loſs of Liberty. This was ' foreſeen. by the Wiſdom of 
our Conſtitution. . According to That, although it became 
in Time (by the Courſe of Events and inſen ſible Alterati- 
ons) no longer neceſſary to call Parliaments once, or even 
twice in 2-42ar, which had been the more antient Practice; 
yet ſtill our Kings continued under an Incapacity. of pro- 

ceeding long in Government, with any tolerable Eaſe and 
Safety to ÞhEmſelves, without the Concurrence and Aſſi- 
ſtance of tbeſe Aſemblies. According to the ſame Conſti- 
tution, as Parliaments were to be held, ſo they were to

He begins his Letter with obſerving, that the Minife. 
rial Writers are entirely in the Right when they aſſert, 
that every School-Boy at preſent is able to declaim again 
' Debts, Taxes, Exciſes, and Standing Armies. Mr. I) An. 
vers's Correſpondent carries this Aſſertion ftill farther. 

There is not a Day-Labourer (ſays he) in Town or 
Country, who does not perfectly underſtand the Nature of 
Taxes. The Knowledge of Exciſs is become almoſt as 
general as the Extent of them; and the loweſt of the Peo- 
ple are wiſe enough to know that Standing Armies, in 
Times of Peace, are calculated for ſome other Ends, be- 
ſides protecting Them in their Rights and Privilege, 
Theſe, I ſay, are Topicks, which the preſent State of 
Affairs hath: thrown in every Body's Way, and adapted 
to the meaneſt Underſtandings ; but the Point, which hath 
been lately ſtarted about Septennial, or flanding Parlia. 
ments, as they are invidiouſly termed, ſeems to be more 
popular than all the reſt ; and yet if We examine the Ar- 
. guments, advanced upon this Head, they will appear a 

ridiculous as Thoſe upon any of the ozher. | 

I know the Conſequence of thwarting the Prejudices of 
the People, and am very well apprized of the Clamour, 
which will be raiſed againſt me for appearing in Defence 
of long Parliaments. I muſt expect to be called a Pen. 
ener, an Hireling, a Robertſman, with all thoſe other 
pretty Appellations, which have been ſo plentifully be- 

owed upon the Court Writers. But nothing ſhall deter 
me from ſpeaking the Truth, upon ſo important a Sub. 
ject, and bearing my Teſtimony againſt any Innovations 
in the preſent good Order and Diſpoſition of Things. Let 
us therefore take a ſhort View of the principal Argu- 
ments againſt Seprennial Parliaments, and in Behalf of fre-

Another Argument to the ſame Purpoſe is, that the 
Method of proroguing Parliaments is a Practice of modern 
Date, and was firſt introduced by Henry the VIIIth. T 
grant This too; and what then? It is well known that 
the Reformation was begun under the me Prince; and 
yet, I believe, theſe Writers will not preſume to condemg 
our Religion, upon that Account. Pepery was certainly 
a Part of our antient Conffitution, as well as ſhort Parlia- 
ments ; and why might not one ſtand in need of Reforma- 
tion, as well as the other? What ſtrange Lengths will 
ſome Men run, when oy are puſhed on by Pariy-Zeal, 
and a Spirit of Oppoſition? It is no Wonder that Popery' 
gains Ground amongſt us, when ſuch Doctrines are ad- 
vanced by Perſons, who call Themſelves Protefants. Bel- 
larmine Himſelf could do no more; nay, He did the very 
ſame Thing, by inſiſting on Antiquity as one neceſſary 
Mark of a true Church. | Do, | 
Thus much as to the antient Conftitution of Parlia- 
ments. Let us now proceed to the Merits of the Cauſe, 
and try it by Reaſon and Experience. : | 
The two Jong Parliaments, in the Reigns of Charles the 
Iſt and Charles the IId. never fail to be mentioned, upon 
theſe Occaſions, by the Advocates of frequent Elections. 
Ore, fay They, was attended with the total Overthrow 
of our Conſtitution, both in Church and State, as well as 
the tragical Death of the King ; and They add that the 
other brought Things almoſt to a Criſis again, after the 
Reftoration. But I muſt beg Leave to put theſe Gentlemen 
in Mind that the true Act of reconciling Parliaments to 
the Temper of a Court was not diſcovered in the Reign 
of King Charles the Iſt ; who miſcarried by the Applica- 
tion of harſh Remedies, where Lenitives might have pre- 
yailed. It muſt be confefled, indeed, that his Son found 
out the Secret, in his Travels abroad, and made Uſe of 
it with pretty good Effect; but natural Habits are ſtub- 
born Things, and cannot be intirely ſubdued at once. 
is is the true Reaſon why the long Parliament, com- 
monly called the Penſionary Parliament, in his Reign, = 
an 


py 
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gan to boggle at laſt, and did not anſwer all the ExpeQations 
that were conceived from them, at their firſt ſetting out. 
Me are likewiſe told, in a very confident Manner, that 
greater Things have been done by ſhort Parliaments than by 
lung ones; upon which We are carryed back to the muſty 
Reigns of the Edwards and the Henrys ; but You are ſo mo- 
deſt as to allow that Prerggative prevail'd to a very great 
Degree in thoſe Ages, and that the greateſt Part of the 
Lands of England being then in the Hands of the Crown and 
the Nobles, the Commons made but an inconſiderable Figure; 
ſo that no certain Concluſions can be drawn from the Tranſ— 
ations of thoſe Reigns. Let us therefore deſcend to Times 
within our own Memory, I mean ſince the Revolution, and 
fee whether the greateſt national Points have been really ac- 
compliſh'd under.tr:enn:al, or ſeptennial Parliaments. IT know 
it will be ſaid, in Behalf of the former, that the Recoinage of 
all our Money was compleated, by a triennial Parliament, 
whilſt We were engaged in a vigorous War with France, 
and even under a new Government, which was far from be- 
ing ſettled. Biſhop Burnet, ſpeaking of this Parlament, 
ſums up their Character in the following Words. * The Par- 
liament of England had now ſate its Period of three Years ; 
in which great Things had been done. The whole Money of 
England was recoined ; the King was ſecured in his Govern- 
ment; an honourable Peace was made; publick Credit was 
. reflored ; and the Payment of publick Debts was put on ſure 
and good Funds, It may be added, that the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſton was eſtabliſhed, and the laſt victorious War againſt 
France was carried on, under triennial Parliaments. But 
what are all "Theſe, in Compariſon to the mighty Things, 
which have been done by ſeptennial Parliaments? Will any 
Body pretend to put the Comage in Competition with the South 
Sea Scheme, or the Bank Contract? ] am ready to allow that 
the Prote/lant Succeſſion was a very conſiderable Point; but, 
with great Submiſſion, J leave it to be conſidered whether 
that Bleſfing could have been ſecured to us without ſeptennial 
Parliaments. It is true that the late Duke of Marlborough 
made a Shift to buſtle through a vigorous War, and ob- 
tain'd a Series of unparalled Victories, by the Aſſiſtance of 
triennial Parliaments; but have not our preſent, excellent 
Miniſters made a more glorious Figure in the Cabinet, than

The preſent, Conſtitution of Great-Britain is much better than 
the ancient Conſtitution, 


Shall ſhew, (ſays Mr. Osborne) that the modern Conſti- 
[| tution of Great-Britain is infinitely better than the an- 
cient Conſtitution ; and that New England is vaſtly preferable 
to Old England. | 
The ancient Monarchy of England was ſettled upon an 
Over-balance of Lands, veſted in the King, the Nobility, and 
the Church. The Noblemen held their Lands (and ſo did the 
Churchmen too, after the Norman Conqueſt) upon Condition, 
that they ſhould aſſiſt the King on all his Occaſions with 
certain Quota's of Men, well arm'd and paid; and then 
theſe Noblemen let out their Lands to their Tenants, on 
Condition, they ſhould always be ready to follow their re- 
ſpective Lords to the War, as often as the King had any: 
Occaſion for their Service; ſo that very ſmall, or no Rents; 
were demanded by the Lord from his Tenants, becauſe he 
had contracted for their Perſonal Service, 

Thus (according to our ancient Conſtitution) the People 
of England, (the People, I ſay, for whoſe Sake only All Go- 
vernments ſhould be inſtituted, form'd and directed) were 
abſelute Slaves to the King, the Barons, or the Church: They 
were Slaves by Law eſtabliſhed; they knew no Ltberty, they 
knew no Property; no, not ſo much as in ther Perſons, , 
which were not their own, but their ſeveral Lords. 

The Parliaments of thoſe Days were neither choſen by the 
People, nor compoſed of the People: The King, at Army 

. | imes, 
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Times, as Chriſtmas, Eaſter, or Whitſuntide, ſent for his 
. Tenants; that is, thoſe great Men, Barons and Churchmey, 
whotheld their Lands of him in Capitèe; and with them he 
conſulted about National Affairs: I ſay, the King ſent for 
them, or they ſometimes came without ſending for ; but 
the People ſent up no Members. Nor were they the Peopl. 
who came up; but Abbots, Priors, Biſhops, Barons, and 
other chief Tenants of the King. Mr. Daniel ſays, in the 
Reign of Henry the Second, That the King call'd a Par- 
c liameut of the Biſhops and Nobility at Clarendon.” And 
when the ſame judicious Hiſtorian mentions Henry the Firſt's 
aſſembling a Parliament at Salrsbury, the Notes upon it are 
in theſe Words ; <** Before this Time the Engliſb Kings or- 
<< dered National Affairs by their Edits, and by their Of- 
< ficers and Governors of Counties, and had ſeldom any 
6 General Aſſemblies of the People, unleſs at a Coronation, 
c or in Time of Mar; for their Parliaments were only 
<< Meetings of the Nability and Clergy uſually.” 

I could produce a Cloud of Witneſſes to ſhew, that the 
Saxon Aſſemblies of Wiſe Men and Great Men were not the 
People, any more than the Parliaments aſter the Conqueſt; 
but thoſe I reſerve till the Advocates for our ancient Conſtitu- 
tion produce their Authorities for Annual Parliaments choſen 
ty the People. | [SS 

What I have advanced, and which I think my ſelf able 
to defend, is only to ſhew the Abſurdity of thoſe Meth 
Scriblers, who, in Spight to the Government, have ſet up 
the ancient Conſtitution upon the Ruins of the Preſent.

ROME and ITALY. 


HE Van-Guard of the Spaniſh Army, which is to 
march for the Kingdom of Naples, is arrived at 
Aquapenden, in the Eccleſiaſtical Territories. 
The Palace of Medicis in Rome, is fitting up for the 
Reception of Don-Carlos, who, it is believed, will reſide 
ſome Days in that City, in his Way to Naples. 
Feld-Marſhal, Count de Merci, who continues till in 
the Trentize, in order to haſten the March of the Impe- 
rial Army to Haly, has already cauſed thirteen Battalions, 
two Regiments of Cavalry, and fix Companies of Huſſir,, 
amounting together to 13,188 Men, to defile towards the 
Mantuan; and as our later Advices ſay, that they are 
actually arrived in that Dutchy, we may probably ſoon 
hear of ſome Action in thoſe Parts. 
The Confederate Army had Orders to leave their 
uarters, on the 20th Inſtant, and to form a Camp be- 
tween the Oglio and the Adda. 


GERMANY. 


HE Dyet of Ratisbon is at preſent employed in find- 
| ing the proper Means to provide the Troops, Ar- 
tillery, Ammunition, and other Neceſſaries, for the Army

But our laſt Advices 
tell ns, that inſtead of ſcreening that City from the In- 
dignation of the Ra ſſians, he granted them a free Paſſage 
for their Artillery through his Territories, in order to 
beſiege it in Form, and to diſtreſs that Prince, whom it 
was thought he would have relieved. | 


| PotanD, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN POWERS. 


ENERAL Laſci is preparing to attack the City of 
'® Dantgick in Form, for which Purpoſe he has re- 
cauved a Train of heavy Artillery. The Dantzickers, on 
the other Hand, are as affiduous in their Preparations for 
a Defence. Among other Things, they talk of burning 
the Suburbs of Stelgemburg, to hinder the Rauſſians from 
making their Lodgments there. Count Munich is arrived 
at the Ruſſian Camp, at Preſ, in order to command the 
Siege. Beſides the Troops and Artillery from Rige and 
Warſaw, it is ſaid, that King Auguſtus will augment the 
Number of the Beſiegers with 10,000 Men, which he 
will command in Perſon. Since the Arrival of the new 
General, the Ruſſians have cloſed up all the Paſſages by 
which the Dantzickers receive their Proviſions: But at

very Day appointed for the Coronation of the Elector. 
In the mean Time, ſeveral fruitleſs Conferences were held 
between the two Parties. On the Day appointed, Au- 
guſtus, who had made his Entrance into Cracow, and ſeized 
the Treaſury, with the Royal Robes, was crowned by 
the Biſhop of Cujavia. | 5 
While theſe Things were tranſacting in Poland, Advice 
came that the Prince of Conti was paſs'd the Sound, with 
a Fleet, on Board of which he had a conſiderable Body 
of Forces, and a round Sum of Money. This made the 
Primate revoke the. Untverſalia, - which he had iſſued, 
thinking the E/e#or would now ſubmit to the Will of the 
Republick. He now iflued out circular Letters to convene 
three private Aſſemblies, on the twentieth of October, in 
three ſeveral Places, inſtead of the Poſpolite, or General 
Aﬀembly. The chief Purport of theſe Circular Letters 
were to juſtify his own Conduct, and, at the ſame Time, 
to render that of the oppoſite Party odious, which obli- 
ged Auguffus to anſwer them by iſſuing other Circular Let. 
ters. On the 28th of September, the French Fleet anchor'd 
before Oliva, but the Prince of Conti did not land till the 
7th of October. He then carried 300 Men on Shoar, and 
dined himſelf with the Biſhop of Plosko; But returned 
the ſame Night on Board. 

Auguſtus ſent in the mean Time 3, ooo Men to 2 2 
of which he gave the Command to M. Galacłi, Caſtelan 
of Poſnania, His Orders were to oppoſe the Prince's 
Landing, and to hinder any Succours being ſent him, 
M. du Parthenay obſerves here, that the Prince of Conti, 
for his own Part, did not aſpire to the Crown, nor ever 
had a good Opinion of the Project, in which he engaged 
purely in Complaiſance to Lewis XIV. He was however, 
now gone too far to retreat, and therefore, iſſued circu- 
lar Letters, in the Concluſion of which he told the Poles, 


that he threw himſelf entirely into their Hands, and there.

R. D' Anvers has inſerted in his laß Craftfman, Ler- 
ter from one of his Ccreſpondents, which contains an 
Eſſay upon Screens. | 
A. Screen (ſays this Gentleman) in the literal Acception 
of the Word, ſignifies a certain Piece of Mechaniſm to 
defend us from the Inclemency of the Weather, either- 
Heat, or Cold, Wind, or Rain. Of theſe there are di- 
yerſe Sorts ; ſuch as the Fan, the pigs the Umbret- 
la, and the large Fo/ding-Screen ; which are all grown 
into ſuch common Uſe, that They require no farther Ex- 
planation. But a Screen, in the metaphorical Senſe, im- 
ports ſomething farther, and means any Device, or Con- 
triyance, to protect Men from the Fury of their Ene 
mies, or the Purſuit of Juftice. Tt is in this figurative 
Senſe of the Word, that I propoſe to deſcant upon 
Screens in the following Eſſay, which I hope will prove no 
diſagreeable, nor unuſeful Entertainment to your eaders. 
Screens have been more or leſs uſed, in all Ages, and 
by all Degrees of Perſons, but eſpecially by the rich and 
powerful. The boldeſt Warriors of Antiquity never ven- 
tured into the Field of Battle without ſome ing to ſhel- 
ter Them from the Aſſaults of their Enemies. It is well 
known that Achilles, ſo much renowned in Hiſtory, was 
not only dipt in the River Styx, to render him invulne- 
rable, bt had likewiſe a compleat Suit of Armour, made 
by Vulcan himſelf, which no human Force could penetrate. 
Ajax, another Grecian Chief, is 8 by his ſeven- 
fold Shield, which was of ſo large a Circumference, that 
Teucer is deſcribed in Homer fighting behind it. Moſt of 
the antient Heroes made uſe of the ſame Kind of Screens; 
which were ſometimes carried before them oy inferiour 
Officers, who were obliged to ſtand the firſt Shock, and 


therefore ought to partake in the Honour of the Victory. 
This Practice of fighting with Targets, or Bucklers, is ſtill.

I have often amuſed my ſelf with reflecting what a pro- 
digious Number of Votaries this Goddeſs muſt have had in 
the Declenſion of the Roman Commonwealth, and under

laugh'd out of Fathion, and nothing was minded but Pil- 
lage and Plunder. I dare ſay the Chapel of Loretto is not 
more frequented at preſent, than Laverna's Temple was 
in thoſe Ages. Methinks, I ſee Sejanus on his Knees,

| 1 are Screens of a much higher Rank, and cal- 
culated for nobler Ends than the Protection of Gallantry, 
or the common Frailties of Fleſh and Blood. [ 

It cannot be expected, in ſuch an Age as This, that 
Truth and Virtue ſhould be the ſole Motives of human 
Actions, or that Men will not endeavour to raiſe their 
Fortunes, and ſupport Themſelves in Grandeur by ſome 
Methods, which are not ſtrictly agreeable to Law and Ju- 
ſtice. Thoſe of a Philoſophical Turn are apt to brand 
theſe Things with the odious Name of Bribery Corrup- 
tion, or Venality; and to call aloud for Puniſhment and 
Reformation ; but Men of Buſineſs know better, and fore- 
ſee the Conſequences of ſuch rigorous Proceedings, 
« Some Publick Corruptions there are, as a * Conrt-Hri- 
« ter obſerves, of that Strength and Preyalence, that, 
« however ſhameful and pernicious Ln - may be, they 
© muſt yet be ſuffered to remain. Such frequently is the 
« Situation of Things, and ſuch the Malignity of Men, 
e that Meaſures ſtrictly virtuous would bring preſent 
«© Confuſion and Ruin; and where an Endeavour to re- 
« form would overturn, Reformation is a Calamity. De- 
« finit eſſe Remedio Locus, ubi que fuerant vitia mores 
« ſunt. From hence it appears that Screening is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary, when publick Corruptions grow prevalent ; 
and in whom can this great Privilege be ſo properly repo- 
ſed as in One, who hath Power to exert it? A Prime- 
Minifer, who conducts the whole Machine of Govern- 
ment, is certainly the beſt Judge who are fit Objects of 
Favour ; aud if a Man, who hath done Him eminent Ser- 
vice, either of a publick or private Nature, ſhould hap- 
pen to be detected in any little Irregularities, or Preach of 
Trußß, and is violently purſued with the Cry of Juſtice, it 
is certainly his Intereſt, as well as his Duty, to ſtem the 
Torrent of popular Reſentment ; eſpecially, if it ſhould 
be his own Fate to lye under general Hatred and Suſpici- 
on; for public Engquires are Things of a very incroach- 
ng Nature, and when once ſet on Foot, nobody knows 
how far they may go, or where they will end. They 
may

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may begin, perhaps, with ſome little Ped ling Bu ſineſs of 
5 „ or 5215 fend Pounds ; but if the Promoters of 
them are ſuffered to meet with any Succeſs in their firſt 
Attempts, it will encourage Them to go on, and proceed 
from Step to Step, till the moſt important Points of Go. 
vernment are drawn into Examination. 

It therefore behoves all Thoſe, who deſire to conceal 
the MyPeries of State from vulgar Eyes, to cruſh ſuch 
an inquiſitive Spirit, as foon as it appears, or to weary it 
out, like a troubleſome Gallant, by continued Rebuffs 
and Denials. This is the only Way to quell Oppoſition, 
and render a Minifer eaſy in the Conduct of Affairs. 
But theſe general Rules, like all others, will admit of 
ſome Exceptions, which ought to be particularly menti. 
oned. Though I have contended ſo. ftrenuouſly for a 
ſcreening Power to be lodg'd in Minifers, I would have 
it exerted only upon great Occaſions, where their own 
Intereſt is immediately concrn'd, or the Enquiry natu- 
rally tends to ſome Diſcoveries, . which affect their general 
Scheme of Management, and the Perſons engaged in it; 
for if ſuch a dictatorial Power ſhould be proſtituted to the 
Service of every little dirty Fellow, who hath juſt Cun- 
ning enough to cheat one of the Companies, or to play a 
knayiſh Trick in Exchange Alley, it will fink into Con- 
| tempt ; and Gentlemen of Figure: will be aſhamed of its 
to Protection. They expect Diſcrimination from ſuch 
mean Rogues; and have a Right to be ſcreen'd according 
their Quality. Yet ſome ſome Minifters, have been ſo 
weak as to catch at every Body, who ſtood in need of 
their Afiiſtance, without any Regard to his Birth, or Sta- 
tion ; and have endeayoured to raiſe up a Party, like the 
firſt Founders of Rome, by opening an A/ylum for Robbers 
and Outlaws of all Kinds. I call this weak; becauſe it 
hath been obſerv'd that theſe 2/l-creening-Minifters com- 
monly overſhoot their Mark; and J cannot help thinking 
that Men, who have long enjoy'd the Power of diverting 
publick Juſtice from others, make but a filly Figure, when 
They come to want a Screen Themſelves, I know very 
well that /ach Men have many Advantages above ordinary 
Delinquents, and are able to ſtruggle very hard before 
They fall. As ſoon as They perceive a Storm riſing, 
They generally throw out a Tub, to divert the Whale, 
and have ſometimes ſucceeded in it; but this Stratagem 
will not ſerve their Purpoſe long; and, for my Part, I

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never aw a Mizifter making Uſe of it, without thinking 
of Sir 7obn Faiffaff, who endeavours to hide Himſe 
from my Lord Chief Fuftice, by thruſting a little Page be- 
fore Him. Their next Recourſe is to Corruption, which 
They have formerly employ'd to ſo much Adyantage, 
that They think it an infallible Expedient, and have 
ſometimes had the Inſolence to attEmpt even Parliaments 
themſelves. They have likewiſe ſome Dependance on the 
Support of 2 flanding Army, and are apt to flatter Them- 
ſelves that the Hopes of Preferment, or the Fear of Diſ- 
miſſion, will bind Men of the Sword. faſt to their Inte- 
reſt ; eſpecially when they have taught 'Them, by ſome 
notable Examples, what is the Conſequence of diſobey- 
ing Command. But if all theſe ſtrong Holds ſhould hap- 
pen to fail They have one Reſort ſtill left, by skulking 
behind the Throne, and poſting their Ma/er in the Front 
of the Battle. No Writers have treated this Prof#ituti- 
on of Majeſy with more Bitterneſs and Aſperity than the 
Authors of Cato's Letters, and therefore it may not be 
improper to quote a Paſſage or two from them. One of 
theſe Gentlemen, having expoſed the common Notion of 
Liyalty, and confin'd it to the Obſervation of our Laws, 
proceeds thus. | | 
« Before I have done, I would take Notice of another 
* Miſtake very common, concerning Loyalty. It is, in- 
« deed, a Trick more than a Miſtake ; I mean of Thoſe,

I am ready to agree with our Author, that a Prin, 
who falls into ſuch Hands, is in a very ill Plight, and 
ought to look about Him; but who can wonder that a 
Miniſer, univerſally odious, ſhould 'endeavour to proye 


his Meaſures right, by ſaddling them upon One, whoit 
incapable of doing any Wrong, and to fave Himfelf from 


being call'd to Account, by charging all the bad Items to

Benefits, he 
would only find the Second Seſſion of fuch a Parliament 
chargeable and troubleſome, for, the Third would keep 
itſelf in due Subjection, every Man brought in by him 
having the the Awe of a Diſſolution immediately enſu- 
ing.

Conſider then how different the Caſe muſt be, where 
a Parliament by its ordinary Courſe is to fit Seven Yar, 
In that Caſe a Member. muſt look on himſelf to be rather 
more firm in his Seat than a Miniſter himſelf, and the 
Power of that Miniſter is leſs formidable to him, when 
it cannot ſoon endanger his Seat, or harraſs him with a 
new Conteſt. When the Honey-Moon of a new Parla- 
ment js over, none but Men of a warm and lively Grati- 
tude remember any Man as their Friend and Benefactor in 
bringing them thither; nor will they be apt to fear his 
Power in throwing them out, when an Election is ſo ma- 
ny Years to come.

This Academy was erected at Paris, by the famous M

I. Rules for making a new Kind of Thermometer, the De- 
grees of which are deſigned to give ſuch Indications of Heat 
and Cold, as can be referr'd to known Meaſures. By Mon- 
ſienr de Reaumur. : 5 3 

This known and uſeful Inſtrument, tho' almoſt in every 
Man's Hands, is hitherto very imperfect. Every Ther- 
mometer ſpeaks a different Language : In one the Varia- 
tion of the Temperature of the Air is divided into four or 
five Degrees, and in others into ſeven or eight, Sc. But 
the Relation between the Degrees of different Thermome- 

es ters 
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ters does not appear; and therefore, we are yet at a Loſs 
to know the greateſt Degree of Cold and Heat, in diff. 
rent Climates, which would be as uſeful as curious. With 
this Knowledge we ſhould. be able to form a Judgment, 
what Degree of Heat and Cold, Men, and other Ani. 
mals, can bear. We might then judge what 'Temperature 
of the Air is required to raiſe Trees and Plants in any 
Country, where they have not hitherto been producel. 
There are three different Things which make the Com- 
poſition of Thermometers extreamly defective and un. 
certain. (I.) The Quality of the Spirits may differ ve 
much in two different Thermometers. Sr; theſe Spi. 
rits are more or leſs rectified, they will of Courſe be 
more br leſs dilated, by the fame Degree of Heat. (z.) In 
marking the Degrees it is common to place N Parts of 
the Length of the Tube, for — Degrees; notwith- 
ſtänding we ſhall find a very viſible Inequality in their In- 
ſides, even ſuppofing the Diameters of the Tubes to be 
exactly equal. Theſe Objections our Author deſigns a. 
gainſt the Florentin Thermometer, as being beſt known, 
and moſt in Uſe: And having made his ObjeCtions, and 
obſeryed the Inconveniences which attend that Inſtrument, 
he propoſes to remedy them by a new one, which is de- 
{eribed on a Copper Plate, adjoined to his Memoir. The 
whole Secret conſiſts in finding a Degree of Dilatation 
and Condenſation, of which the Spirit in the Thermome-. 
ter is ſuſceptible, as will be the fame in every Climate, 
and may be a fixed Term for the Beginning and End of 
the Account of Degrees. Monſieur Amentons, who aimed 
at this Secret, died before he could make the World ac- 
quainted with his new Thyention of a Thermometer. That 
Karftied'Philoſopher' pitched upon the Heat of boiling Wa- 
rer for a fixed Point. Monſieur” de Reaumur agrees with 
him, in ſuppoſing that boiling Water receives no farther 
Degree of Heat. Signore Tag/ini, Profeſſor of Philoſo- 
y at Piſa, contradicts this Aſſertion, after having ob- 
ſerved, that with the greater Force Water is boiled, the 
greater is the Degree of Heat it receives. Monſieur de 
Reaumur allows this; but he does. not, with the learned 
alian, reſt contented with obſerving the firſt Increaſe of 
Heat: He carries the Experiment farther; and has diſ- 
covered, that after the Water has boiled about a __

tiling Water. Hence it follows, that as Water, when 
doilec with the greateſt Violence, will never come up to 
the Heat of melted Metal, ſo it neceſſarily muſt have a 
certain Point fixed in its Nature, which it cannot by any 
Means be made to exceed. The oppoſite fixed Point is 
propoſed to be an artificial Congelation' of Water with Ice 
and Salts. The Degrees propoſed to be marked on the 
Thermometer, with Reſpect to theſe two Points, are 
not to be according to the Length of the Tube, but in 
proportion to the Dilatation of the Fluid which it con- 
tains, or the Augmentation of its Volume. The Number 
of Degrees may be fixed at Pleaſure. Monſieur de Reau- 
nur propoſes it by Hudreds, as the moſt convenient, and 
he extends his to a Thouſand. By this Method but few 
Fractions will occur, and thoſe of no great Moment. The 
Thermometer being marked, according to the equal De- 
grees of the Capacity of its Tube and Bowl, which may 
be diſcovered by firſt infuſing Water, the next Queſtion is 
where to place the Spirit of Wine, after it is condenſed by 
Art. Monſieur de Reaumur thinks the Tube ought to be 
filled to about one third of its Length from the Bowl ; 
becauſe Heat will afterwards dilate them to the Top. It 
s that Space which muſt contain the Number of Diviſions 
or Degrees.; and thereby we may know with the greateſt 
Exactneſs to what Degree the Spirits are rarified ; a Know- 
ledge which is not to be had from the common Glaſſes. 
In nice Phy ſical Enquiries the old Thermometers are 
of yery little Service, becauſe no Compariſon can be form- 
ed between any two of them. The Proportion of the Ri- 
ing of the Fluid depends on the Relation between the 
Diameters of the Bowl and the Tube. The larger the 
Diameter of the Bowl is in Compariſon to that of the 
Tube, the higher the Spirits will riſe with the ſame De- 
gree of Heat. Monfieur de Reaumur's Invention demon- 
rates this beyond all Diſpute. If the Line where the 
Spirits ſtop, after they are condenſed, be marked on two 
Thermometers, ſuppoſing this Line at the ſame Height

hoſphorus. A German Chymiſt, attempting to make Gold 
out of Urine, found out the ſecond Kind of Phoſphorus ; the 
Secret had, however, died with him, if the ingenious Mr. 
Kunctel, Chymiſt to the Elector of Saxony, had not with great 
Labour and Difficulty recovered it. The Chymiſts from 
hence took a Hint to make farther Enquiry into animal Ma- 
terials, and Mr, Hormberg was the firſt who diſcovered the 
fineſt burning Phoſphorus in Ordure. The late learned Chy- 
miſt, Mr. Lemery, extended Mr. Homberg's Diſcoveries to a 
great Number of other animal and vegetable Materials. The 
only Addition of the luminary Kind was Baldwin's Phoſpho- 
rus, which he made of Chalk, *till Monſieur Du Fay diſco- 
yered great Numbers not unlike the Bologno Stone, While 
he was working upon ſeveral fine Stones, with other Views, 
he diſcovered that the common Topag, which is uſed in ſome 
Medicines, being calcined, produced the ſame Effect as the 
famous original Phoſphorus, Continuing his Enquiry, after 
this caſual . Diſcovery, he found that the Belemnite, or Linx 
Stone produced æ yet finer Phoſphorus. He at Length diſco- 
vered, that ſeveral other Kinds 6f Stones, arid even common. 
Marble, yielded a Phoſphorus, which being expoſed but one 
Minute to the Light, would ſhine; if carried into a dark 
Place. He diſſolved thoſe Materials; whoſe Parts were tht 
moſt compact, by the Means of Acids. ..Faſþar, Agate, and 
ſome others, he has not found would afford any Phoſphorus ; 
but he does not doubt of Succefs with them too, and even 
with Metals; but ſuppoſes it muſt be by ſome Operation dif- 
ferent from what he has hitherto practiſed. It is ſaid that 
theſe ſeveral Kinds of Phoſphorus; produced from ſo many 
different Species, and by different Operations, muſt have a 
proportionable Number of Differences. Their Light is greater 
or leſs, of a longer or ſhorter Duration, by the continual 
Waſte of their Sulphurs, which are at laſt entirely loſt, But 
a the Light is occaſioned by the Activity of the Sulphurs on 
the Surface, if the Operation, which produced the luminous 
Property, be repeated, the. ſame Property will be reftoreds 
by giving the Stone a new Surface. - |

gare to underſtand, that if ſome learned Member of the 
Academy would reſide ſome Time in Confantineple, it 
would be no very difficult Matter to get him introduced 
into the Grand Signors Library, which is that of the Gre- 
cian Emperors, 3 preſerved by the expreſs Com- 
mand of Mahomet. II. after the taking of that City. This, 
ſays our Author was, indeed, one of the Motives for this 
Voyage; But as theſe Hopes were looked upon to be ve- 
ry precarious, and there were very ſtrong Reaſons to be.

E very gratefully acknowledge that Parliaments are 
the Peoples great, if not only Security, and were 
wiſely inſtituted as Guaranties of their Liberty againſt any 
Encroachment, which an in/idious Miniſter might project, or 
an ambitious Prince endeavour to uſurp.——Yet it is not on 
the Name, but the Conſtitution, not on the Aſſembly, but 
the Integrity of its Members, that our preſeryation mult de. 
pend. And ſince the Wiſdom of our Repreſentatives has, 
we hope, effectually put an End to all Corruption in the 
El:#ors, We beg Leave to intimate an Expedient, which 
We believe would prevent the ſame unhappy Influence (tho 
not preſumed at preſent) even over the Elected. 

Our Forefathers, Gentlemen, who greatly ſettled our hap- 

py Conſtitution, were ſcarce more zealous for the E/tabliſh- 
ment than for the Frequency of Parliaments; from whence We 
are perſuaded that a Triennial Parliament would be a proper 
Expedient to confirm the Fidelity of its Members punctual 
and conſtant to the Intereſt of Thoſe, by whom They are 
intruſted, and our Reaſons are Theſe, _ 
Were Parliaments triennial, tis highly probable that a 
Member's Actions would, in the firſt Year, be influenced by 
Gratitude, in the laſt, by Expe-Fatwn, And when a Gen- 
tleman in Truſt is ſo happily fituated, there is little Reaſon 
to doubt but his Conduct, in the intervening Year, would 
have a juſt Regard to one, or both of thoſe popular Engage- 
ments. The Repreſentatives muſt then, as They ought, 
have a natural Dependance on the People; their Intereſt

The Legiſlature has for ſome Years paſt (to their great 
Honour be it told) lent a * Ear to the Cries of

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their Fellow- Subjects, groaning under the Oppreſſion of that 
Law, that was at firſt inſtituted ſor their Protection; they 
have put a Stop to a great many of tie Rayages and Depre- 
dations of the Cannibals of the Profeſſion ; but alas! the An. 
gean Stable is not to be cleanſed in a Day. And thus thi 
great Work of Reformation, tho' happily begun, and fuc- 
ceſsfully carried on, muſt be a Work of great Time, and it 
is to be fear'd the preſent Generation will ſcarce ſee the Com- 
pletion of it; therefore till the Structure be quite finiſhed, an 
Act of Inſolvency now and then is all that can be done for 
the Relief of the unhappy Sufferers, and ſuch a one being 
now under the Conſideration of Parliament, no doubt they 
will take in good Part every thing that is offer'd them to- 
wards their Information in the F roſecution of ſo charitable 
a Work. The Way to proceed (with great Submiſſion [ 
ſay it) is to examine wherein the laſt inſolvent Act is de- 
fective; that extended to any Sum under 5001. and had 
Retroſpect to the 2gth of September preceding.

T he 
Words are, All ſuch Perſons who are not indebted to any nt 
Perſon in the Sum of 5001, and have been in Cuſtody on the 29th 
of September /a/?. By this Deſcription a Man may be dil- 
charged for 4991. 19s. 11d. 3 q. but if he owes one ſingle 
Farthing more, he cannot, Let us ſuppoſe then, that were 
one hundred Perſons confined in the ſeveral Goals of England 
for 5001. a piece, and no more, and I am ſure the Computa- 
tion is not unreaſonable, it being an even, and (if I may bc 

allow'd the Phraſe) a critical kind of Sum. By the Word- 
ing of the Act thoſe hundred Perſons muſt ſtill be expoſed to 
the Hardſhips and Miſeries of a Goal, and pray what is the 
| : Difference 
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Difference upon the Whole? Why, juſt two Shillings and 
one Penny Sterling. Whereas had it been worded, as I am 
inform'd moſt other Acts of the Kind have been, viz. All 
ſuch Perſons as are not indebted to any one Perſon in any 
Sum of Money not exceeding the Sum of Pounds, 
they might have been diſcharged, and the Publick have en- 
joyed the Fruits of their Induſtry, inſtead of being a Bur- 
den to it, as they have been ever ſince. If a Frenchman 
ſhould be told that one hundred Perſons, perhaps liberally 
educated, have been confined five Years for the Difference 
of two Shillings and one Penny in a groſs Sum of 50,000 ], 
Pray what would he think of our boaſted Liberties? Wou'd 
he not think us very arrogant in prefering our Conſtitution 
to theirs? But the pernicious Maxim ſo often cry'd up, and 
applauded by the Gentlemen of the Long Robe, Nolumus 
Leges Angliæ mutare, has been productive of more Evils to 
the Subject, and more deſtructive of Liberty, than the At- 
tempts of our moſt ambitious Princes, put them all toge- 

ther. | 5 
The other Point that T would humbly propoſe to the 
Conſideration of Parliament, is, the Retroſpect which by 
the laſt Act, is carried ſo far back as the 29th of September, 
which has occaſioned ſeveral thouſands of as great Objects 
as any that were diſcharg'd to remain in Confinement ever 
ſince Midſummer, 1729. I can ſee no Reaſon for the Di- 
ſtinction, except that it may be apprehended that ſome 
wicked Perſons, from the Proſpect of ſuch an Act, may col- 
luſively be made Priſoners with Intent to defraud their Cre- 
ditorss Whether there are, or have been any ſuch, I ſhan't 
pretend to ſay, but ſurely the ſurrendering up their All to 
their Creditors at the Peril of their Lives, is ſufficient to 
obviate that Objection ; but if it were not, a Way might 
be found for diſtinguiſhing them by proper Deſcriptions from 
the honeſt, and really unfortunate Man; for Inſtance, a 
Perſon who is taken in Execution (which implies a previous 
Suit at Law) or who ſurrenders in Diſcharge of his Bail 
(the moſt ſacred Compact ſubſiſting between Mankind) tho?

S I deyoted ſo much of my laſt Paper to the Charac- 
A ter and Exploits of my ingenious Friend 2nd Brother 
Mr. D'anvers, I think it will not be improper to proceed 
2 little farther with the ſame Subject in this: Many Peo- 
ple, indeed, may think, from the many handſome Things 
I have already ſaid of him, and ſhall continue to ſay, that, 
in ſpite of the Enmity which ſeemed to be between us, we 
have at the Bottom a right Underſtanding, and that, un- 
der the Pretence of opponng each other, we only play 
the Game into each other's Hands. In Anfwer to which, 
I muſt take the Liberty to ſay, that, whatever perſonal 
Animoſities I may have with regard to him, I am too 
much attached to the Good of the Can/e, to ſacrifice the 
ſmalleſt Part of it to any private Provocations whate- 
Fer: | 
J will therefore perſiſt in ſtifling my Reſentments, and 
doing Juſtice to him: nay, I will go ſo far back to compli- 
ment his Merits, as even the firſt Publication of his Paper ; 
the very Title of which argued the moſt profound Saga- 
city in the Author. The Craftſman ! What a Depth of 
Meaning lies hid under that fingle Word And how won- 
derfully proper it is to the Character he has maintained ! 
Certainly, no Title in the World could be better 3 
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to the Deſign; and very few Deſigns have been carried on 
with ſo much Conſiſtency from the firſt Outſet till now. 
If he has ſometimes blundered, it has been owing ſtill to 
ſome Refinement of Politicks, that has argued rather too 
much Subtlety than too little. I might prove this Aſſerti- 
on from a thouſand Circumſtances at large; but I will on- 
ly touch upon his former Behaviour, and conclude with a 
late Maſter Stroke that has topp'd his Part, and ſet him 
above all the Political Craftſmen that ever went before 


him. 

When he firft laid down his Profeſſion as a Lawyer, and 
commenced that of Libeller, he moſt ingenuouſly ſet out 
with an Encomium on his own Sincerity and Love of 
Truth ; his Contempt of Places and Power, Penſions and 
Titles: avowing himſelf an unbiaſſed Friend to his Coun- 
try, and an irreconcileable Enemy to all Venality and Cor- 
ruption ; This was the grand Snare to procure Confidence, 
and Reputation amongſt the People, excited Attention, 
and prepared the Way for Miſchief, in the moſt effectu- 
al, and yet the moſt plau ſible Manner imaginable. This 
Point thus carried, he proceeded artfully to unravel his 
Defigns, and ſecure the Publick to his Views; to do this, 
he fell in with their Paſſions, and declared, the Way to 
render a Nation happy, was to make them Enemies to 
the Miniſtry, and that to make a Figure Abroad, they 
need only diſtreſs the Meaſures at Home. This, howe- 
ver, ſeemed a Paradox to many, and therefore he was ob- 
liged to expoſe it in different Lights, and dreſs it up in 
Fables and Allegories, that he might entertain at leaft, if 
he did not conyince : Not forgetting, every now and then, 
to declaim in Fayour of rigid and inflexible Patriotiſm ; 
to inveigh againſt 'Taxes, -libel the Army, and declare 
himſelf free from every mercenary View in either. Thus, 


by Degrees, he ſtole into the Hearts of the People, and 


tempered his Poiſons exactly to their Palates. 
Having therefore ſufficiently diſturbed their Paſſions, 
and prepared them for all he thought proper, he ventured 
to point out a Victim to their Reſentments, and called up- 
on them aloud to begin the Sacrifice. The Miniſter was 
deſcribed as the Cauſe of all their Misfortunes, and there- 
tore the fitteſt to make an Atonement for them : To ren- 
der this the more probable, all the Artifices the Craft of 
the whole Cabal could invent were publiſhed weekly to 
render him odious ; and all the Characters of bad Statef- 
| men 
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men Succeffively applied to him. Had any Misfortune 
Abroad, had any Difficulty occurred at Home, we were 
told, he was the Author of both, and that none but 
he ſhould bear the Blame or Puniſhment : He was ſome. 
times made the Subject of ſerious Declamations, and 
ſometimes of ridiculous Lampoon : No Week was ſuffer. 
ed to eſcape without its Portion of Defamation ; the 
Voice of Rumour was even tired with Repetition of Slan. 
ders, and the Ear of Diſaffection with hearing them: But 
the higheſt Artifice in my Friend D* Anvers's Conduct all 
this while was affir ming, in the moſt ſolemn Manner, that 
he had neither Prejudice nor Malice to the Perſon he ſo 
warmly attacked, and ſo openly reviled ; that he had ne. 
ver ſought or expected Favours from him, nor received 
Injuries ; that he even pitied him as a Man, tho' he pro- 
ſecuted him as a Miniſter ; that he was no ways envious 
of his Greatneſs, or ambitious -f a Share with him: All 
this, and abundance more, he uttered moſt fervently at 
Times, to inforce his own Impartiality, and induce his 
Proſelytes to place the greater Confidence in his Integri- 
ty. About this Period, indeed, he was over-reached by 
his own Craf? ; for believing he had a greater Intereſt in 
the Aﬀections of the People than he really had, and fan- 
cying his Reputation was now too great to be hurt by any 
thing, he a little indiſcreetly drew the Curtain, and diſ- 
covered a Brace of Patrons behind it, that had like to have 
undone both him and the Cauſe for ever. Here Caleb, it 
muſt be confeſs'd, found himſelf embarraſſed ; but after a 
good deal of Pains taken to juſtify himſelf, Time was his 
only Friend, and what could not be excuſed was forgot. 
From thence therefore he again dropt his Patrons, and 
followed his former Wiles, with various Succeſs, till the 
Bill for regulating the Duties on Wine and Tobacco was 


brought into the Houſe; when he exerted himſelf with 


ſuch indefatigable Vigour, and chimed in ſo artfully with 
the Humour of the Times, that he emerged into a Patriot 
again, and, as was obſerved in my laſt, refined ſo effectu- 
ally on this Succeſs, that, under the Pretence of pleading 
for the Freedom of Elections, he endeavoured to deter- 
mine them juſt as he pleaſed, and make the Prejudices of 
the Voters as thorough a Bribe as a Penſion, Place, or 
any other lucrative Conſideration. 
Neither did he ſtop here; he undertook to prove, that 
there was a grand Coalition of Parties in Favour 2 For 
| 429 
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Cabal, and in Oppoſition to the Government: Hence he 
argued, the Rectitude of his own Cauſe, and the Weak- 
neſs of his Adverſaries : Hence he infinuated, that Party 
was utterly forgot thro* the whole Nation, and that, of 
Courſe, there were no other Diſtinctions of Men, than 
Virtue and Integrity on one Side, and Intereſt and Cor- 
ruption on the other. As if Men had no other Paſſions 
than Avarice or Ambition; or that Malice and Diſap- 
pointment did not intail as ſtrong Prepoſſeſſions as a Rüb- 
band or a Title. 

This, however, was far from the End of his Subtlety; 
for while he was craftily inſinuating, that one Set of Par- 
ties was at an End, he was under hand ſetting up ano- 
ther: And while the Words F/Þjg and Tory were explo- 
ded, he introduced Court and Country to reign in their 
Stead : A Diſtinction, in Fact, the moſt dangerous to the 
Conſtitution that ever yet was made ; and which muſt be 
attended with the moſt fatal Conſequences, if not prevent- 
ed betimes. Not an Article is now inſerted in any of the 
News Papers, concerning the enſuing Election, but one or 
other of thoſe invidious CharaCteriſticks is annexed to 
every Candidate's Name. The Deſign of which the Cabal 
plainly intends as a Mark to recommend the one, and diſ- 
2ppoint the other. Nor is this all; my Friend Caleb and 
the Junto have ſtill a further End in Proſpect, which is, 
to conſider the Court and Coney Views as oppoſite and 
irreconcileable ; and what Effect that will have on the 
Chain of inſeparable Affection which ought to unite the 
King and his People, Experience will ſoon determine.

But what is the Story of Richard the Second to us? I 
there any thing nor done which bears the leaſt Reſemblanc 
to the Public ſniquities of his Reign? or, Are all Parliz 
ments, which agree with a Court, under an undue Influenc!, 
and governed by the King? May not a King govern in (o 
' juſt a manner, that *twould be unju/? in a Parliament to diſa- 
gree? The Truth is This, Parliaments are not to be deno- 
minated good or bad, merely by their Agreement or Diſagree: 
ment with Courts; for, they may be unreaſonably againſt 
Court, and reaſonably for a Court; or reaſonably againſt 
Court, and unreaſonably for a Court: But this muſt be judged 
of, and determined by the Nature of the Court, and by the 
manifeſt Views, Deſigns and Actions of the Perſons govern 
ing.

All the Diftreſſes 
of that Prince, and moſt of the Evils of his Reign, aroſe 
from the Parliament's being again/t the Court. This drove 
that Monarch upon changing Hands, ſhifting Sides; ming- 
ling Parties, turning out his % Friends, and taking in Ja- 
cobites, Plotters, and Perſons devoted to King Fames's In- 
tereſt; then turning them out, taking his Friends again; then 
his Enemies; and then joyn:ng Friends and Enemies: Was not 
this a dreadful State; uneaſy to the Prince, and calamitous 
to the Nation?

I. Some general Obſervations, by M. de Blanchard, on th; 
Tribunals etabliſhed at Athens, for the Maintenance of their 

| Laws, and for deciding of Differences between private 
Perſans. 5 . 


Of the ten Tribunals of Athens, the Judges of which were 
elective, four were for Criminal, and fix for Civil Cauſes. 
The Arepagus was not included in this Number, and, for | 
an Account of this famous Tribunal, our Author refers to 
two Diſſertations of Monſ. Þ Abb# de Canaye, printed in this 
Volume. He obſerves, that the Method of Proceeding, a- 
mong the Athenians, was chiefly grounded on the wiſe Laws 
given them by Solon; and that this Reaple was the firſt a- 
mong the Greczans, who eſtabliſhed a Juriſprudence, to ſe- 
cure the Property of the weak from the Oppreſſions of the 
more mighty, a ED 

All their Officers of Juſtice were taken from among thoſe 
who. were the moſt eaſy in their Circumſtances, and as 
Pledges of their Adminiſtrations, they were obliged to have 
landed Eſtates in Attica, and Children. They had three 
different Methods of chuſing theſe Officers ; by Lot, by Ac- 
clamation, or, by Scrutiny, ' | | 
In their Elections by Lot, the Names of the Candidates 
were written upon Ballots, and put into an Uin; and into 
another Urn were put as many white Beans .as there were 
Places to diſpoſe of, and as many black Beans as made up 

the Number of Candidates, Aſter this they drew a Ballot 
and a Bean, and if it happened to be a black Bean, Fr 

Wis : rew, 
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grew another Ballot, and another Bean, and ſo continued *till 
a white Bean came up, which gave the Preference to the 
Perſon whoſe Name was drawn with it. It was a Capital 
Crime to put two. Ballots into the Urn with the ſame 
Name upon them, except where two Brothers, of the ſame 
Name, were Candidates, for the fame Employ; and then 
each Name had its Mark af Diſtinction. This Caſe hap- 
pened, however, very ſeldom; becauſe, among the Gre- 
cians, it was very rare to have two Brothers bear the ſame 
Name. 8 = | | ö 

Their Elections by Acclamation, or holding up of Hands, 
were performed in a general Aſſembly of all the People. 
The Magiſtrates, called Theſmothetes, or Legiſlators, offer'd 
ſeveral Subjects for their Choice, and they expreſs'd their 
Approbation of them, by holding up their Hands. 5 

As for their Method of Election by Scrutiny, or Plurality 
of Votes, Mr. Blanchard refers to his Diſſertation on the 
Prytanei, which follows immediately after this Article. 

Theſe Officers, when elected, were obliged to paſs a ju- 
ridical Examination before the Tribunal of Archontes; what 
Reſpect they had, at all Times, ſhewn to their Parents, or 
thoſe who were ſet over them in their Stead; how aſſiduous 
they had been in bearing Arms for the Service of the Re- 
publick, during the Term preſcribed by their Laws; their 
Compliance with the Religious Rites then generally received, 
throughout the whole Land; and on their Circumſtances, 
whether they were ſufficient Pledges for their good Beha- 
viour? On Occaſion of the military Service, in which one 
Part of this Interrogation conſiſted ; our Author obſerves, 
that the Atbenian Youth were put into Garriſons, -whither 
they were ſent at eighteen Years of Age, and where they 
ferved *till twenty; after which they were oblig'd to take 
a certain Oath, preſcribed by Law, to maintain their Reli- 
gion and Political Government. | 

No Officer could enjoy two Employs at one and the ſame 
Time, nor be removed from one to the other, without ha- 
ving firſt render'd an Account of his Adminiſtration, before 
the Magiſtrates called Lagiſtes, who upon this Occaſion took. 
their Seats with the Archontes ; and here Mr. Blanchard gives 
an Account of the Manner of paſſing this Examination. In 
Default of a juſt Account of their Adminiſtration, they 
were rendered incapable of any civil Benefits, even that of 
8 | Adoption ; 
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Adoption 3 they were not allowed to go out of Attica; nor 
could they enjoy any of the Honours which they otherwiſe 
might have been entitled to. In a Word, no Office wa 
exempt from rendring this Piece of Juſtice to the Publick, 
and the Areopagites themſelves were as much tied down to t, 
as any of the more inferior Magiſtrates. | 
The Interpretation of ſuch Laws as were not in them- 
ſelves perſpicuous, was left to the Tribunal of the nine A, 
chontes, Judges who were originally choſen out of the moſt 
illuſtrious Families of Athens, The firſt of theſe nine gave 
his Name to the Year of his Magiſtracy; the ſecond was 
called King; the third Polemarchus ; and the other ſix were 
named Theſmothetes. Our Author, after this, acquaints his 
Readers with the Manner of electing theſe Archontes, the 
Teſts of their Lives and Manners, the Articles of the Oath 
they were obliged to take, the Reſpect which was ſhewn 
them, and ſeveral other Circumſtances concerning them, 


II : Remarks on Plutarch's Lives, by Monſieur Secouſſe. 


This Author, following the Example of ſeveral others, 
who have collected the Errors they had obſerved in Plutarch, 
has made ſome Remarks of this Kind, on ſome of the Lives 
of the illuſtrious Romans, written by this Author ; by which 
it appears, that an Ignorance of the Latin Tongue, of which 
this Greet Writer had but a very ſuperficial Knowledge, has 
often been, in a great Meaſure, the Occaſion of the Miſtakes 
he has fallen into. This our Author proves by comparing 
Plutzreb's Lives, with the Relations we find of the ſame 
Perſons in other Hiſtorians, We have already ſeen our 
Author's Remarks on the Lives of Camillus, Lucullus, and 
Pcmpey, in the fifth Volume of the Hiſtory of the Academy; 
and here we have his Obſervations on the Lives of Craſſus, 
Cato Utitenſis, Ceſar, Cicero, Brutus, and Anthony, We 
ſha!l now only take Notice of his Remarks upon the Lite 
of Cæſar. | 

1. In the Opinion of M. Secouſſe, the very firſt Page of 
this Life, if compared with the Relation of Suetonius, 2+ 
bounds with Errors, not only with Regard to ſome eſſential 
Circumſtances ; but even in the placing of thoſe Hiſtorical 
Facts, in which theſe two Writers agree. Cæſar did not 
go into Ha, as Plutarch will have it, to avoid the WR 
{# | 5 0 
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Hlla; but meerly to have an Opportunity of bearin 
Huw! and ſerving * Thermus the — r. 
was not in his Return from the Court of Nicomedia that he 
was taken by Pyrates; but it was in his ſecond Paſſage, 
when he left Rome to retire to Rhodes, From this Iſland 
Cſar went into Aſa on an Expedition againſt a Lieutenant 
of Mithridates, of which Platarch makes no mention. 
2. In Reading, without a very great Attention, a Paſſage 
in this Author, where he relates two Facts concerning Cæ- 
ſar, one immediately after the other; (I.) That at his go- 
ing into Spain as Governour of that Province, he is reported 
to have ſaid, he would rather be Chief in a ſmall City, than 
the Second in Nome: (2.) That being in Spain, and read- 
ing the Life of Alexander, he began to weep for Shame, 
that he had atchieved no notable Action, at an Age in which 
that Prince had conquered ſo many Kingdoms ; one would, 
at firſt Sight imagine, faid our Author, that theſe two 
Facts were contemporary. But upon examining this Paſ- 
ſage more narrowly, it is plainly diſcernable, and M. Se- 


cuſſe has diſcerned it, that our Hiſtorian did not fall into this 
Anachroniſm, of placing at one and the ſame time, two 


Facts which were at leaſt ten Years diſtant one from the 
other: The firſt being when Ce/ar went into Spain, in 
the Quality of Pro- prætor, at the Age of 32; and the ſe- 
cond, when he was in that Province ten Vears before, in 
the Quality of Qugſtor. It was, however, at leaſt an Over- 
ſight in Plutarch; and he ought, by a leſs equivocal Ex- 
preſſion, to have prevented the Miſunderſtanding which 2 
leſs attentive Reader might eaſily fall into. FR 
3. The horrid Dream which Cæſar had the Night be- 
fore he paſs'd the Rubicon, according to Plutarch, is wrong, 
placed; for he had this Dream long before, when he was but 
Queftor in Spain, if we may believe the Accounts we have 
in Suetonius and Dion. t , ae 
4. The fourth Remark MN. 2 makes, is on what Plu- 
arch ſays, with Regard to the I 
ſage which is a little intricate, and the true Senſe of which, 
it is plain, neither Amyot nor Dacier rightly underſtood. 
According to them Plutarch then aſſures his Readers; 
It was queflioned whether there were any ſuch and, be- 
cauſe of the exceſſtve Bigneſs of it. Whereas, according to 
AM. Seconſſe, and the Latin Scholiaft, Pintarch's Meaning

was no other than, that it was gueftion'd whether this Coun- 
try was an l/land, becauſe of the exreſſtve Bigneſs it was ſaid 
to be . The Paflage entire would then ſignify ; That ſome 
imagined there was no ſuch Country at all, and that others 
would not believe that it was. an Hand. This agrees with 
what Dion and Tacitus ſay, that when this Iſland firſt came to 
the Knowledge of the Greeks and Romans, it was a Debate 
whether it was an Iſland or the Continent, and ſeveral 
wrote upon this Queſtion ; but that the Romans were not 
ſatisfied that it was an Iſland, upon their own Experience. 
and by coaſting it round, till the Time of Agricola. Ju- 
titus ſeems to contradict himſelf in another Place, on this 
Head, when he ſays, that two Roman Writers, one an 
Ancient, and the other a Modern, had ſaid, that Great- 
Britain reſembled in Form a Sort of Diſh or Hatchet, 
from whence it was natural to conclude that it was an 
Iſland. This Polybius, a more ancient Writer than any 
we have clewitihe. y afferts, without any Scruple ; and 
our Author quotes a Paffage out of him, in which he men- 
tions the Britanick Inands, in the Plural Number ; a 
Proof, that, in his Time, even Ireland was known. 
5. M. Secoufſe remarks, that the Relation Plutarch gives 
of the War of Alexandria is far from being exact. He 
ſays that Cæſar, during his Sojourn in Alexandria, having 
diſcoyered,: that the Eunuch Pothin, and Achillas the Egyp- 
tian General, had conſpired to aſſaſſinate him at a Feſ- 
tival, put Pothin to Death, and that Acbillas, eſcaping 
to the Army, excited a very dangerous War againſt Ce- 
ſer. Now it appears, by the Teſtimony of Ce/2r himſelf, 
that Achillas had left 4/exandria long before the Death 
of Potbin . but that he returned at his earneſt Sollication, 
do attack Caſar; that then it was the Battles mention by 
Plutarch were given; which be places wrong after the 
Death of Petbhin That Caſar cauſed this Eunuch to be 
put to Death; becauſe it had been diſcovered, that he pri- 
vately exhorted Acbiilas, not to be diſcourag'd, but to 
purſue the Project concerted between them. I his is all 
we learn of this Matter from Cæſar himſelf. Lacan gives 
us a very long Detail of this Project. Dios, in his Rela- 
toy of this laſt Event, agrees pretty well with C2/ar's 
6. Plutarch relates, that the Day after the Death of 
Ceſar, the Senate ordered that the Defunct ſhould be ho- 
noured as a God. There are, in the Opinion of M. k 
Taos „ cou ſſe. 
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couſſe, two Errprs in this one Paſſage. For tho*, ſome 
Time after the Death of Cæſar, the People eſtabliſhed a 
Sort of Religious Werſhip, in Honour of this Conquerour, 
which Dolahella foon after aboliſhed; yet Plutarch is miſ- 
taken in ſaying, that the Senate decreed him divine Ho- 
nour the very Day aſter his Death. Since it is evident, 
Ker eſtimony of Cicero, and the Hiforians or thoſe 

imes, that it was not till ſeven Months after, or the firſt 
of September, that Anthony prin he had Power enough 
to conſtrain the Senate to honour Cæſar with a Religious 
Worſhip, which was only a Mixture of the uſual Fune- 
ral Ceremonies, and ſome Supplications ſuch as they ad- 
dreſs'd to their God's: But, ſtrictly ſpeaking, we cannot 
ſay that the Senate decreed Divine Honours to be paid to 
Cæſar, before the Time of Aagafus. 

. Secouſſe finiſhes. theſe Remarks, by acquainting his 
Readers, that of all the Lives compiled by Plutarch, in 
that of Ce/ar, the Facts are leſs particularized, and the 
Omiſſions more numerous, than in any other; this Hiſto- 
rian having in particular been very negligent in what he 
relates of of the Gallick War. |

Thus the modeſt Mr. Malfig bun 
is pleaſed to call a Defence of the Septennial Law, which 
was enacted but a few Years ago an Expedient in Time 
of Danger, an Argument ain the Alteration of our Conflity- 
tion; and. an Endeavour to the antient Cuſtom of 
anneal or trie mia Parhaments, hath been repreſented, 
by the /ame Author, as a Deſign againſt our Conftitution. 
At this Rate, Exciſes, Riot-Acis, landing Armies and Vote, 
of Credit may, in Time, be call'd the Fundamentals of our 
overnment, and whoever attempts to relieve the Nation 
from them, will be treated as an Enemy to our Conſbituti. 
on. Nay, I will undertake to prove, by the ſame Me. 
thod of Reaſoning, that the Star- Chamber, the High-Com- 
miſſion Court, and the Court o Wards, or any other legal 
Incroachments on the Liberties of the People, became 
eſſential Parts of our Gourvernment, and that the Abolition 
of them was a"Breach of our Conftrtution, for, according 
to this Senſe of the Word, every Thing may be term'd 
our Conſtitution, Which is once conffituted by ; Fug as eve- 
ry Thing is an Alteration of it, which repeals, explains, 
or amends any particular Law. 
- But This is fuch an odd, wild Way of arguing, as no 
Man of common Senſe, or Modeſty, will pretend to vin- 
dicate. By Conftitution, in a political Senſe, We always 
mean ſomething. fixt and permament ; founded on Prin- 
ciples, immutable in themſelves; and from which no 
Laws, made to ſerve any particular Occaſions, ought to 
derogate. But according to the Reaſoning of Mr, No. 
 fingham, and ſome of his Brother-Scribblers, our Confi- 
tut ion is nothing but a looſe, fluctuating Jumble of Atoms, 
Which varies every Year, according to the Views of a Mi- 
nifter, vr the Humour of any Perty, that happens to be

he profound Mrs. Osborne ſeems to be aware of this 
Abſurdity, and therefore takes another Method of ſerving 
the ſame Cauſe ; for inſtead of endeayouring to prove any 
of our late Meaſures to be con ſiſtent with our antient Con- 
Hitution, ſhe makes no Scruple to äſſert that the modern 
Conſtitution 7s-infinitely better than the antient Conſtituti- 
: 9 on; 
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on; and that new England, or England face the Revolu- 
tion, is Paftly preſerable to old England, take it in any 
Point of Time, fram the Saxons down to that glorious Pe- 
riod. Thefe are her Ladyſbip's own. Words; and after 
ſome pompous Encomiums on ber own ſuperior Know- 
ledge in the Hiſtory, Law, and Conſtitution of this King- 
dom, ſhe proceeds in the following, didactick Style. 

« The antient Monarchy of Exgland was ſettled upon 
% an Overballance of Lands, veſted in the King, the No- 
« bility, and the Church. The Noblemen held their 
« Lands (and ſo did the Churchmen too, after the Nor- 
« man Conqueſt) upon Condition that They ſhould affiſt 
« the King, on all his Occaſions, with certain N 
« of Men, well-arm'd and paid; and then theſe Noble- 
« men let out their Lands to their Tenants, on Condition 
« They ſhould always be ready to follow their reſpective 
« Lords to the War, as often as the King had any Occa- 
« ſion for their Service; ſo that ve ſmall, or 20 Rents 
« were demanded by the Lord from his Tenants, becauſe 
e He had contracted for their perſonal Service ——Thus 
according to our antient Conſtitution, the People of 
« England were abſolute Slaves to the King, the Barons, 
« or the Church ; They were Slaves by Law efabliſhed-; 
« They knew no Liberty ; They knew no Property ; no 
« not ſo much as in their Per ſons, which were not their 
« own, but their ſeveral Lords. 5

dier may not complain of any Miſrepreſentation ; and 
pet ſcarce a Line happens to be true, either in Point of

In the firſt Place, it is abſolutely falſe that the antient 
Monarchy of England was ſettled upon an“ Ovyerballanee 
« of Lands, veſted in the King, the Nobility and the 
« Church.” The Footſteps, of our original Britiſh C n- 
fitution are ſo very obſcure, that We cannot ſpeak with 
any Degree of Certainty about it; tho' Dion Caſſius ob- 
ſerves that our Anceftors, in the Time of Severus, held a 
great Part of the Government in their own Hands, But it 
is well known to every Man, of common Reading, that 
our Saxon Conflitution was founded, like all other Got bick 
Governments, upon an equal Diſtribution of Potwer and Pro- 
perty; for I muſt beg Leave to inform this great Adept 
that the sort hern Armies, which over-run theſe Parts of 
the World, did not conſiſt of mercenary Troops, like our 

| O o 2 modern 


modern Armies, who fight only for Pay; but were vo. 
luntary Societies, who left their native Country, in Queſt 
of a better Habitation, and agreed to divide the congue. 
red Lands amongſt Themfelves. When They were et. 
tled, accord to their Liking, They form'd .a Govern. 
ment upon the ſame Model; That is, their Leader, or 
General, was appointed the chief Magiſtrate, though with 
much leſs Power than our modern Kings; the other great 
Men, or Officers of the Army, held the next Rank in the 
Commonwealth, like our Lords; and the Body of tbe 
People, who followed them, had a third Share in the Go. 
vernment. Theſe three Orders compoſed what is now 
called the Legiſſature; and though the Executive Power 
Was lodg'd in one Man, for the neceflary Diſpatch of 
Buſineſs, He was reſtrain'd in? the Exerciſe of it by cer- 
tain Laws and Inffitutions,' made by common Conſent, 
for the Preſervation of their Liberties, Lives and Eftates.— 
I his is what We mean by our antient Conftitutin ; 
and though it hath been often interrupted, or depreſs'd, 
by Conqueft, Uſurpation, and arbitrary Power, the 4. 
mina of it have been ſtill preſerved, and tranſmitted 
down to us through all Ages, and Changes of Goveru— 
M᷑rs. Oshorne is guilty of another fundamental Error, 
when ſhe makes . Uſe of the Words Parons, Lords and 
Nobles, as ſynonimous Terms; for the ancient Barons 
were very far from being the ſame with our preſent No- 
bility, or Peers of the Realm. Many of Them were Com. 
moners only, like the preſent Lords of Mancrs, who are 
ſtyled Barons in our Law Books as their Courts are term'd 
Courts Baron; and the Repreſentatives of our Crnqne Ports 
ſtill retain; the fame Name. 3 

The Removal of this Miftike will ſet Mrs. Osberne 
right as to another Point, upon which She inſiſts with great 
Confidence; vis. f bat the People knew no Property, under 
our antient Conſtitution, but what They hel from the Ba- 
Ros, or the CHURCH ; and that none of them held gig 
Lani immediateſy from the CRown ; for it appears that 
great Numbers of the antient Barons were only Comm. 
gers Themſelves, or what We call Gentlemen of large 
Eſtate. This Aﬀertion is, indeed, a meer od /Foman 5 
Dream ; and Dotage is the beſt Apology for Her. It 
might be eafily proved that Multitudes of the common 
People held Lands in Capite, as well as the Barons, _ 
. e

the Church ; nay, that the Commons of England, in 
their collective Capacity, always had a larger Share of 
Land than the King, the Lords, or the Church; and per- 
haps, I might venture to add, than all of them put toge- 
ther; for it appears by an Abſtract from Doomſdday Book, 
that the King, at that Time, had not above a tenth Part 
of the Land of England, including Foreffs c. and We 
may conclude that his Profit of this tenth Part was not 
above a Third, or Fourth, of what the People made of 
their Eſtates, | | | | 

But ſuppoſing Mrs. Osborne's Aﬀertion to be true, how 
does it follow that the antient Monnrchy of England was 
ſettled upon an Overballance of Lands, becauſe the Nobi- 
lity and the Church were inveſted with large Eſtates ? 

he Reverſe is certainly true; for the Land, poſſeſs'd by 
the Barons and the Church, was generally a Barrier of 
Defence againſt the Power of the Crews ; and the Peo- 
ple, when They united either with the King, or the Lords, 
were always ſuperior to that Power, againſt which They 
united. | 

What our Authore/s ſays about the antient Tenures is 


likewiſe either falſe, or nothing to the Purpoſe. It is 


certain that Tenures of all Kinds imply ſome Degree of 
is eqns ; and yet many of Theſe are ſtill continued, 
under our preſent, glorious Sunſhine of Liberty. As to 
the antient Tenures, I think Eſcuage was the only one, 
which required military Service, and This only in Time 
of Mar, bor the publick Defence of the Realm, not for 
a Guard of the Kings Perſon, or to make a vain Shew 
about Court. Beſides, only ſome of the Lands were ſub- 
ject to this Tenure ; and the Owner of the Land, though 
never ſo mean, was not bound to attend the King, in his 
own Perſon ; for ſo long ago as the 7th of Edward the gd, 
it was adjudged that the Landbolder might perform 7hjis 
Service, by ſending .any other Man to the War, as We 
do in the Militia at preſent, Nay, Hiſtory informs us 
that, even in the Time of Milliam the Conqueror, there 
vas generally no per/onat Attendance, but only a Payment 
made in Lieu of it; which muſt certainly have been ver 
moderate, ' becauſe the Tenants would have otherwiſe cho- 
ſen to perform the perſonal Duty——T believe it would be 
no hard Matter to prove that the pecuniary Payment, upon 
theſe Occaſions, did not amount to a Tythe of our 
preſent Land Tax, be ſides all thoſe other, numerous Du- 
ties, 
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ties, which We have the Bleſſing to feel, under our . 
euern, miniſerial Conflitution. 5 
At laſt, the 0/4 Lady goes ſo far as to alledge very round. 
Iy, that our Anceſtors never had annual Parliaments ; 
and that the Parliaments of thoſe Days, were neither 
« choſen by the People, nor compoſed of the People.” To 
ſupport this extraordinary Poſition, ſhe quotes the follow. 
ing Article of Magne Charta; not very exactly indeed ; 
and therefore I will take it verbatim from the State-Zrach, 
to which ſhe refers us. Hel 
„We will moreover and grant, that all other Cities 
% and Boroughs, and Towns, and Ports, have in all Re. 
& ſpects their Liberties and free Cuſtoms. And as for com- 
* ing to the Common-Council of the Kingdom, and for 
<< afieffing Aids (excepting in the * three Caſes aforeſaid) 
and as, for aſſeſſing of Eſcuage, We will cauſe to be 
<« ſnmmoned the Arcb-Biſbops, Abbots, Earls, and grea- 
< ter Barons, each in particular by our Letters, and more- 
s voyer We will cauſe to be ſummoned in general, by our 
„ Sheriffs and Bayliffs, a/l that hold of us in chief at a 
c certain Day; to wit, forty Days after at leaſt, and ata 
„ 'gertnin Place; and in our ſaid Letters We will expreſs 
<« the CavsE of the Summons. | 
_ Mrs. Osorne obſerves that Quotation puts what ſhe hath 
4 outaf all Doubt; but I muſt take the Liberty toaſſert 
the contrary ; 2/2. that the Right of the People to ſend 
Deputies to Parliament is fully declared and confirmed by 
#hrs Article; for here is an expreſs Diſtinction made be- 
tween the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, whom the King 
fFatnmoned in particular, by his own Letters; and the com- 
mon Land-Holders, whom He cauſed to be ſummoned i 
general, by his Sheriffs and Bayliffs; That is, as our 
/ aw-Books explain it, to appear by Delegation. : 
It is obſervable from the Manner of wording this Clau/?, 
that the Royal Grant, or Covenant, of fending /zch Sum. 
mans, was a Covenant of Right, not of Grace; and that 
2 Cities, Boroughs, Towns and Ports were to ſend their 
Repre entatives, as well as the leſſer Barons, or Knights. 
"The Reaſon is, that a Tenure in Capite being what gave 
Right to a Seat in Parliament, and the Body Politick of 4 
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Borough holding by: that Tenare, They muſt have a Right 
to — as well * 2g leſſer Barons, and like Them muſt 
exerciſe that Right by Deputation. | 
Thus it appears from this Article of Magna Charta, 
that the Commons 7 England were formerly ſummoned to 
Parliament in the ſame Manner as They are now, and 
that the mg Summons were returnable forty Days after 
the Tefe, as They are at preſent, The only Difference 
is that the 2 of the People, at that Time, 
were not choſen for ſo long 4 Term as They are in theſe 
Days, and that They always came up with Iafgructions from 
their Principles; for what ot her Interpretation can be put 
on that Part of the Article, where the King covenants to 
expreſs the CAUSE of the Summons ? 

t the true Meaning of this Artigle is beſt explain'd by 
the ſubſequent Practice; and though King John's Reign, 
which was a continued Scene of Violence and Confuſion, 
does not furniſh us with any Inſtances of a regular Election, 
the very next Reign does; for + Rapin obſerves that a 
Parliament being ſummoned, in the Year 1265, each Conn- 
ty was ordered . two Knights, and each City and Bo- 
rgh two Burgeſſes, as their Repreſentatives ; upon which 
the Tranſlator makes the following Remark, in a marginal 
Reference. + | 

« Theſe Writs of Summons to the Sheriff5 of the Coun- 
ties, to return the Knights of the Shires and Burgeſſes, 
* are the firff Writs of this Kind, that are now extant on 
the Rolls; which made Dr. Brady infer that they were the 
« firft that were ever iſſued; and that this Parliament of 
5 How the zd was the firſt, to which Knights of the Shires 
* and Bargeſſes were ſummoned. But how truly, ſee the 
„Works of Mr. Petit, Mr. Tyrrel, and Mr. Hody. 
Now ſuppoſing that We could not trace our Right of 
ſending P Deputies to Parliament any higher than 1045 
Era, which is almoſt 500 Years ago, I think it may be 
airly enough called our antient Conftitution ; at leaſt 
more ſo than Exciſes, Riot Ads and ſeptennial Parlia- 
ments. . 7 ; | | 

Mrs. Osborne's Cavil, that Fe had no Houſe of Com- 
nons, difintt 2 the Lords, either in the Saxon Times, 
i for a long Time after the Conqueſt, deſerves no Anſwer ;

— Was it not owing to a Contention that happened in 
Europe in Relation to the Iſland of Sicih his Impe- 
rial Majeſty had a Mind to ſell the Rabbit, that is, he had a 
Mind to exchange the Iſland of Sardinia for the Iſland of S;- 
cily, and who can blame him, for I think it was a very good 
Bargain on his Side the Duke of Savq, then King 
of Sicih, not having an Inclination to buy the Rabbit, ſigni- 
fied as much to the Court of Spain, and there being ſome Ar- 
ticles in the Treaty of Utrecht, that no Alteration was to be 
made in the Diſpoſitions ſtipulated by the ſaid Treaty, with- 
out the Conſent of all the contracting Parties, as the Spar:- 
ards pretend, Spain fits out a Fleet to prevent any Exchange 
to be made with or without the Conſent of the King of Sar- 
ainia ; but their Fleet was deſtroy'd, and the Exchange took 
Hee. 

As it is well known, that the Spaniards highly reſented 
this Treatment that this Reſentment continued long; 
if therefore any Promiſes were made by Letters, or other- 
wile, to give them up Gibraltar, in order to put them into 
hetter Humour, was it not right? Certainly it wag——vut 
you will ſay the ill Humour muſt break out again in worſe 
Symptoms, when it ſhould be found that theſe Promiſes 
were not to be effectuated; but on whom can all this be 
juſtly charg'd?— Was it not thoſe wicked Miniſters, 
who made the Treaty of Utrecht, who procured the Iſland 
of Sicily for the Duke of Savy? whereby it has proved a 
Bone of Contention ; whereas, had it been left to the King 
of Spain, none of theſe Diſputes would have happened about 
it Was it not the ſame wicked Miniſters who o- 
bliged the Spaniards to give up all their Right to the im- 
pregnible Fortreſs of Gibraltar; whereas, had it been _ 
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red to them by the Treaty of Utrecht, as certainly it might 
have been, no Promiſe need to have been made, no ill Hu- 
mour, no Contention wou'd have happened about it, and 
therefore all the Troubles and Loſſes which the People of 
this Nation have ſuffered in relation to the Diſputes which 
have been created by any Party whatſoever, about Sicily and 
Gibraltar, muſt be laid upon the Treaty of Utrechr. 

Another Thing which alarm'd the Nation, and gave all 
the Proprietors of the South-Sea-Stock in particular, no? 
ſmall Uneafineſs, was the Spaniards ſeizing their annual Ship 
in the J/Veft-Indies, for this a Cry was rais'd againſt dur Mi- 
niſters at Home, and they were abus'd by a diſaffected Mul- 
titude, for not giving the Company Notice of the Miſunder- 
ſanding with Spain, that the Ship might be ſtopt from go-

A third Affair that furniſh'd Matter for Clamour was, 
the French opening the Harbour of Dunkirk, and indeed the 
Noiſe which the Diſaffected made about it here, might have 
embroil'd us with France, had it not been for the matchleſs 
Prudence of our wiſe and able Miniſters ; but will any Man 
deny that this Diſturbance was likewiſe intirely owing to 
the Treaty of Utrecht; for did not the Miniſters who made 
that Treaty inſiſt upon it by way of Preliminary, that the 
Harbour of Dunkir+ ſhould be fill'd up, and all thoſe Fortifi- 
cations, which coſt ſo many Millions of Livres, be intirely 
demoliſh'd; and had this never been done, could there have 
been ſo much as Room for any Trouble or Diſpute about it? 
Well therefore might the inſpired Walſingbam, like 


ſme Heathen Prieſt poſſeſs'd by a ſtrong Spirit, or ſome mo- 
| dern 
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dern Prophet puft up with Wind, break out into this Flatus 
of Words: 

Were not you, Sir, ( addreſſi ing to one whom he ſuppoſes t 
& have been an Adviſer of the Treaty of Utrecht) a principal 
4 Minifter in the four laſt Years of Queen Anne's Reign !— 
6e Were not you a principal Adviſer of the Treaty of 
( Utrecht? Were not all our publick Misfortunes 
« derived from your fatal Meaſures ? Did not 
ce the long unhappy Differences between the Emperor and 
Spain Did not all the Ruptures and Miſunder/tand- 
« ings which have affected Britain ever ſince, take their Riſe 
from the ill- adviſed and infamous Negociations of your 
« . Miniſtry ? Are you then the Man who would 
ce 4 the Load of Guilt on the preſent Miniſters?— 
Are not you one of thoſe who accuſe them of Folly and 
ce Iniquity, as Authors of publick Misfortunes which flow'd 
c from your own Adminiſtration ?

but be:ides all this, I think a certain Number of Perſons, 
not zxcecding a hundred and fifty, ſhould be appointed to 
read over, and examine all the Treaties and Conventions 
that have been made ſince that of Utrecht, and if any In- 
conſiſtencies or Contradictions ſhould be found i in them, ſuch 
25 may at preſent, or at any Time hereafter, involve us in 
Dificulties, or draw us into Wrangles or open Ruptures 
with our Neighbours, they ought to be made Articles againſt 
theſe Gentlemen for the Reaſons which the ſage and eloquent 
Mr. 1/a:fngham has given, becauſe all ſubſequent Treaties 
have proceeded upon the Treaty of Utrecht.

fn your laſt Lecture to your Party, in the Country 
Journal of Saturday Sevennight, you have turned into 
Seer abundance of Things which might eaſily enough be 

royed to be true, and yery juſtly imputed to your Party. 

In the firſt Place, you complain that your expreſſing 

our Sorrow for our Debts and Taxes have been ſtrained 
into Jacobitiſm, by an Aſſertion, that they are the beſt 
Securities of the preſent Eſtabliſhment, which I am per- 
ſuaded you would be hard put to it to prove. This, in- 
deed, I will admit, that Jacobitiſm has been imputed to 
ſome violent Declaimers on theſe Subjects, and I think 
juſtly too. For if a Man ſuppoſes theſe Debts contracted, 
and theſe Taxes levied for the neceſſary Service of the 
Nation, he cannot in Reaſon murmur or repine at them. 
Now every Man who is not a Jacobite, muſt be convinced 
of this, becauſe he knows that the Debts were incurred 
through long and expenſive Wars, entered into by Bri- 
tain, to preſerve her own Freedom, and the Freedom of 
Europe. In Conſequence of this Expence, and of thoſe 
Debts, the Taxes complained of were by the Repreſenta- 
tives of the People laid upon the People; and could there 
be a juſter Motive than the preſerving Liberty and Pro- 
perty to impoſe Taxes? 

The next Injury you complain of, is that your plead- 
ing for the Reduction of Armies in Time of Peace is 
treated as a wicked Deſign, of rendering the Nation de- 
tenceleſs, and making Way for an Invaſion from Abroad. 
Why, really, I am far from looking on this Imputation 
s either falſe or ridiculous. The Forces that are kept 
up are far from being numerous, they are maintained but 
from Year to Year, by Authority of Parliament, and from 
Reaſons which convince the great Council of the Nation 
that it would not be ſafe to keep up fewer Troops. Our 
Trade, on which depends the Riches of Britain, obliges 
us to have ſome Concerns with the Powers on the Conti- 
nent. The preſerving, ſupporting, and enlarging the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt, is another Motive to the ſame Thing: 
And the keeping out Him. who pretends a Right to go- 
vern, or rather, to enſlave us, is a third Occaſion of our 
interfering with foreign Princes and States. Now while

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ſuch a Conduct is beneficial, as well as necefſary, we muſt 
remain in a Condition to make our ſelves conſidered b 

thoſe Powers, with whom we have any Thing to do; and 
as the Policy of all Nations, as well thoſe Who are free, 
as thoſe who are governed by an abſolute Princæ, is in 


| Proceſs of Time ſo changed, that regular Troops are 


every where kept up, it can neither ſeem ſtrange nor un- 
reaſonable for Britain to take the ſame Precaution, in a 
Manner confiftent with her Conſtitution, that is, by main- 


taining a Parliamentary Army, and confiſtent with her 


Situation as an Iſland, which requires not that that Army 
be large. While theſe Limitations are complied with, I 
confeſs''T do not ſee to what End general Harangues on 
the Danger of ſtanding Forces, threadbare Arguments a- 
gainſt Armies Royal, and paſhonate Outcries againſt the 
King's beſtowing Military Commands can tend, unleſs it 
be to render the Nation uneaſy and diſaffected, which 
will encourage the forming Deſigns againſt us, and then 
by influencing the People and their Repreſentatives to 
leſſen or break the Army, to open a Way for thoſe De- 
ſigns to be put in Execution ; i ſay, TI can ſee no other 
End to which they can tend but this. As the reft of your 
Charges are no better founded than theſe which I have 
examined, I will quit the Confideration of them, to ſay 
ſomething as to the Body of your Paper. | 

You mention the Reception which the Prince of Orang: 
has met with from all Parties, as a ſtrong Proof that Ja. 
cobitiſm is utterly decayed. I heartily wiſh it were fo. 
But I think you need not expreſs ſo much Amaze at it. 
The Advantages which were procured, for us by the late 
glorious King WILLIAM, were ſo many and ſo man- 
teſt, that they might very well kindle the warmeſt Aftec-

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alty of theſe Compilers is further ſhewn by telling his Ma. 
jeſty, That the Conftitution wants Confirmation; by, deſi. 
ring him to pay the publick Debts, take off the Taxes, and

THis does. not only ſhew want of Duty, but want 
of Senſe; for, beſides the Abſurdity of talking of theſe 
Things in a congratulatory Addreſs, tis ridiculous to men- 
tion them at all to his Majeſty, but in a Parliamentary 
way: Debts and Taxes are the Buſineſs of Parliaments ;

« Tyrants.” Very loyal and dutiful, indeed! a Scourge of 
Tyrants, to this Nation, in the preſent Age ! 

Such an Addreſs as this cannot be @ Crty-Addre/s ; but 
muſt be diſſcyally drawn by ſome Facobites, and weakly 
ſubmitted to by ſome Myhigs. The City is againſt the Ad- 
dreſs; by which I mean, Three-fourths of the Property 
of the City, the rich Merchants and Tradeſmen ; and this 
I know to be true.

Where a Petition 
is offered from Parties of inferiour Dignity, tis juſtly 
thonght very ſevere to reject it without deliberating con- 
cerning it, or without giving the Parties full Opportunity 
to maintain the Allegations of it. But where the Applica- 
tion is made by a Character of the higheſt Dignity, the 
Prince. and Father of the People, where he asks Advice, 
not to give it him faithfully and freely, where he asks

Our enterprizing Prince, tho' 
he then was but three and twenty: Yahoo, Age, had al- 
ready been very ſerviceable to the 7 acedemonians in their 
Wars. He, therefore, made no 5 to open his Mind 
to them with great Freedom; and they, in return, en- 

join'd their Fleet to unite with that -of Cyrus, and to be 
ſabfervient to the Orders of Tamas, his Admiral. On this 
Occaſion they took no more Notice of Artaxerxes, than if 
they had been abſolute Strangers to the Secret. Thirteen 
Thouſand” Grecians, and a Hundred Fhouſand Men, re- 
lar Troops, of ſeveral barbarous Nations, commanded 
by Clearc bus of -Lacedemonia, Socrates, an Achaias, Proxe- 
nes of Thebes,  Mcnen, and Ariæus, as General Officers, 
- compoſed Cyrus's Army; and his Fleet conſiſted of five and 
thirty Sail, under the Command of Pythagoras, a Lacede- 
monian, and five and twenty under the Command of 7a. 
mus, an Egyptian, who was chief Admiral of the whole. 
No Grecian was let into the real Deſign of this Expedition 
but Clearchus; for Cyrus teared; that as well the Officers 
as the Men would be diſheartned at the Proſpect of ſo ha- 
zardons an Undertaking. we BE Op 
As ſoon as Cyrus had got every Thing ready, he remo- 
ved from Sardis, and marched. towards the upper Pro- 
vinces of Afia. Artaxerxes, in the mean time, being awa- 
ken'd from his ſoft Dreams of Safety, levied an Army of 
twelve Hundred Thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, which 
he put under the Command of Tiſſapber nes, Gobryas, Ar- 
baces, and Abrocomas, and ſent them againſt his Brother. 
The two Armies met about ſixteen Leagues from Balylon, 
near Cunaxa; where they came to an Engagement. The 
Barbarians were defeated by the Grecians ; and Cyrus, al- 
ter a warm Action, diſmounted Artaxerxes. He was ſoon 
mounted again, and received two Wounds from his Bro- 
ther's Hand: The Smart and Diſgrace ſo excited his Cou- 
tage, that he fell upon Cyrus with greater Fury, and flew 
him on the Spot.

his Troops to his Camp. Both being, at length, inform- 
ed of the real Situation of their Affairs; Artaxerxes ga- 
thered together his ſcattered Army, and went in Queſt of 
the Enemy; while Clearcbus marched to the Relief of the 
Camp, and obliged the Barbarians, a ſecond time, to take 
to their Heels. So far-our Author has taken his Account 
from Xenophon, who was an Eye-witneſs of theſe Circum- 
ſtances ; and from him likewiſe he. borrows his Character 
of Cyras. it. | me 2 
No ſooner were the Grecians informed of the Death of 
Cyrus, than they ſent a Deputation to Ariæus, offering him 
the Per ian Crown; but he declin'd it. About the Tame 
time Heralds came to the Grecian Camp from Artaxerxes, 
requiring them to lay down their Arms; but their Anſwer 
was, that they would ſooner lay down their Lives. Not 
long after 7iſaphernes with the Queen's Brother, and three 
or four more of the chief Men of Peri a, attended by a 
numerous Retinue, came to the Grecian Camp. His Offer 
was, if they would return to their own Country, to con- 
duct them thither, that they might be ſure of meeting with 
no Obſtruction, and to furniſh them with Proviſions, on 
Condition, however, that they committed no Diſorder on 
their March, and that they ſhould carry nothing with them 
but Neceſſaries. | 
This Offer being accepted of, 7iſſaphernes left them with 
'the Promiſe of returning ſpeedily to perform what he had 
engaged to do, which, after being Abſent about 20 Days, 
he did. When they had marched as far as Zabate, in the 
Deſart of Media, Clearchus propoſed the introducing of 
all the chief Officers into Tiſaphernes's Preſence. This 
Propoſal met with Oppoſition, and was at laſt agreed to 
only tor him, and the four other Chiefs, twenty Captains, 
and about two Hundred Soldiers, who were to come to 
Tiſaphbernes's Tent. The five Chiefs were only admitted, 
who, upon a Signal given, were ſeized, while the others 
without were all aſſa ſſinated. C7earchas, with the other 


four, were carried to Artaxerxes, who cauſed them to be

ral Times by 7iſſapber nes, at the Head of the Perfiar 
Army, though WNhout any great Loſs; but in their Paſ. 
ge over the Mountaſns ef Carduen, they 16ſt a great 
Number of their Men, in ſeveral Skirmiſhes with the Enemy. 
Tbey arrived, after ſeven Days Fatigue, at ſome Village, 
where they found good Store of Proviſions, and refreſhed 
themſfelves.

At Length they came to Fyebigunda, a Grecian Colony 
on the Euxine Sea, - after having met with much Oppoſi- 
tion from the Inhabitants of the Countries through which 
they paſſed, and undergone many Hardſhips from the 
Way. They did not find here Number of Ships ſuffci- 
ent to tranſport the 2 . 
folved to continue ” their :R6nt by Land, though they 
knew it would be attended with great Difficulties. | 
At Cotyora they embarked,:” and: failed- for Sinope, 2 
Colony df the Milęfians, Where ſomie Gallies of _— 
mona joined them. Here they choſe Chiti ſepbus, a Na. 
tive of that Country, by whoſe Means they had obtained 
this Reinforcement, to be their General; but he did not 
enjoy the Poſt long. The Command of the Army was 
then divided: Lycon and Callimac bus were at the Head of 
the Pelebonngſians, and Chiriſephns and Xenophon com. 
manded the other ' two Bodies of Troops: The firſt 
marched to Heruclea, where having procured ſotne Ships, 
be landed again at Calpe. Cbiriſcbbus continued his Way 
on the Coaſt, and Tenopbhon, making the Port of Hera. 
lea, entered the Middle of the Country. 


Being 
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Being all joined ei: after ſeveral, Motions and Diſ- 
ſenſions, they reached Chry/epolis, from whence they 
croſſed the Streigbts to Byzantium, now Conftantinople. 
From thence they were conducted to Salmydeſſa, where 
they entered into the Service of Seathes, a Prince of 
Thrace ; but he not rewarding them according to Agree- 
ment, a Difference aroſe between him and Azn:phon. 
About the ſame T'ime Charmines and Polynices arrived 
from Sparta, and brought the News, that the Lacedemo- 
nians had declared War with 7iſephernes and Pharnaba- 
zes, and that Thimbro, who was then at Sea with his 
Forces, made advantageous Offers to thoſe who would 
join him. Aenophon accepted of the Terms offered, and 
ſet Sail to Pergamun. e e eee 

We come now to the third Chapter of- this Book, in 
which we have the Motions of the Lacedemonians in Aſia 
the Leſs, the Re- eſtabliſhment of the Atbenian Govern- 
ment, and ſome other important Occurrences of thoſe 
Times. The Cities of Ionia, which had taken Cyrus's 
Party, being apprehenſive of Ziſſaphernes, offered to put 
themſelves under the Protection of the Lacedemonians. 
Thimbro, who had been General of that People, was re- 
moved, and Drecyllidas ſucceeded him. The latter took 
the Command of the Army at Epbeſus, where he found 
the two Viceroys, Tiſſaphernes and Pharnabaces, at Va- 
riance, and making a Truce with the former, marched in- 
% ( | 

The next Year, being 4. M. 3606, he made a Tour to 
Cher/oneſus in Thrace, came back again into A/ia, and vi- 
ting all the Towns which belonged to the Spartans, found 
they were very well provided. During theſe Tranſactions, 
the Athenian General, Conon, was retired to Cyprus, in Hopes 
ſome favourable Turn of Affairs might offer, to retrieve the 
Honour and Power of his Country, which was very much 


ſunk by the Battle at Ægos-Potamos, and he neglected no Op- 


portunity which could any ways contribute to this End. 
With this View he made his Applications to Artaxerxes, and 
Pharnabazes united with him to depreciate the Conduct of 
Tiſaphernes, whom in particular they accuſed of being a 


Friend to the Lacedemonians. Artaxerxes hereupon ordered a 


conſiderable Sum to be employed in equipping a Fleet, the 
command of which he gave to Conn.

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Tiſſaphernes and Pharnabazes, tho! they were privately at 
. the ſame Orders from the Court of Perſia to 
join their 'ofces to oppoſe Drecyllidas, who at that time was 
in Caria. This General, at an Interview with Tiapherne,, 
inſiſted that the Grecian Cities ſhould remain in Poſſeſſion of 
their Liberfes; and, on the other Side, the Viceroy was ay 
ſtrenuous for the Departure of the Lacedemonians and thus 
diſagrecing,. they concluded a Truce till both could receive 
farther Inſtru&tions. ._. 
Upon the Death of Anis, King of Sparta, the Succeſſion 
to that Crown was in Diſpute between Leotychidas and Ape- 
filaus, the former a Son, and the latter a Brother of the de- 
ceaſed King. The Brother founded: his Pretenſions on the 
Illegitimacy of the Son, which, as he pretended, the Queen 
had often confeſſed; and this added to his perfonab Merit, 
paved his Way to the Throne without any great Oppolition. 
The new King ſoon got Information that Artaxerxes was e- 
quipping a numerous Fleet in Phoenicia, in order to diſpute 
the Dominion of the Sea with the Lacedemonians. Lyſander 
preſs'd the King to be before- hand with him, and to fall up- 
on him at à pipe f Diſtance from Greece, before his Arma- 
ment could be fead os. 185 
Agb ſiluus gave Ear t6 the Advice of Lyſander, and under- 
took this Expedition àgaihſt the King of Perſia, placing Ly- 
faner at the Head of the thirty Spartans. The main Aim 
of this War was to free the Hatice Greeks from the Ty- 
ranny of the Barbarians, who were continually harraſſing of 
them. At the General's Arrival at Epheſus, Tifaphernes 
asked his Reaſon for his coming thither, to which he return- 
da fincere and candid Anifwer ; whereupon the Perſian |

| Viceroy, thought proper to conclude a Truce with him; 


which gave the fotmer a wifh*d-for Opportunity to encreaſe 
his Forces. The Grecians, who had little or no Knowledge 
of Ageſilaus, made their Court ſolely to Lyſander, which ſoon 
created a Coldneſs between him and the King - and tho' H- 
ſander was made Lieutenant of the Helleſtont, he ſoon after- 
wards returned to Sparta, without any Publick Character, 
and fully bent to be revenged on Age/tlaus, by remo ing him 
from the Throne of Lacedemonia, This he attempted, and, 
at the ſame time, was not unmindful of his own Intereſt; 
but his Project did not ſucceed,

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Philip was undoubtedly the greateſt Prince of his Time- 
He was wiſe, artful and fortunate. The Advice of ſuch. 
8 King, while he was. forming the Mind of a young 
Prince, who afterwards gave Law to the World, deſerves 
our Regard. This wiſe King had obſerved in his Son 
many noble Principles, the Seeds of Greatneſs, but 
ill conducted through Youth and Inexperience. Alexander 
was young, valiant and generous ; but an Exceſs, or Miſ- 
application of Valour and Generoſity, often leads to the 
greateſt Inconveniencies. That his Generoſity might take 
a good and uſeful Turn, he writes him this. ſhort, but 
important Epiſtle, << What Notion is this, ſays He, that 
e you have got in your Head? Can you imagine the Fi- 
« delity and Affection of the Subject are to be acquired 
« by Bribery and Corruption? Or is this your Motive, 
„ that the Macedonians may not conſider you as One, 
* who is to be their Sovereign, but a Miniſter to their 
« Extravagance and Corruption DS. 
| Tully's Obſervation is _ fine. F<.” Tis ſordid and 
« mean, /ays He, below the ignity of a great King, ta 
court the Affection of his People with baſe Bribes”. 
True Love and Eſteem are built upon a quite different 
Foundation. Largeſſes, or the giving of Money, as the 
t ſame Author obſerves, is Corruption itſelf; for the Re- 
« ceiver becomes a worſe Man, and is always apt to in- 
„ creaſe his Demands.” This Maxim of Philip is 
certainly one of the wiſeſt in the whole Syſtem of Poli- 
ticks, and likewiſe conſiſtent with the ſtricteſt Rules of 
Morality ; that a King giving Bribes to bis own Subjecss 
renders himſelf mean and ſordid ; that He never gains 
the true Affection of one Perſon by it; that He ſubjects 
himſelf to the arbitrary Will and fantaſtical Government 
of /ach Proftitutes ; and that his very Crown is at their 
Diſpoſal to the * highef Bidder. 
he Immorality of it is likewiſe evident; for ſuch Pro- 
ceedings, when generally known, debauch the Morals of 
a2 whole People. The ſame Depravity and Corruption, 
ſoon find their Way from a Court to a Cattage ; and in 
Proportion to the Diſtance, is to be traced in a greater 
or leſs Degree through every private Family; ſo that in

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a ſhort Time the very Name of Virtue may come to be 
Joſt in ſuch a Kingdom. It is very probable that Philip 
might not regard this Maxim in the moral Vier; for, if 
we may credit the Greek Hiforians and Orators, He wag 
not apt to guide his Actions by the Rules of a nice Mo- 
rality. He is generally drawn ** Them as cannng and 
deſigning, and though a warlike Prince, no Man knew 
the Weight of Money more than He, as well as how and 
where to apply it. His uſual Method of Bribery was to 
buy an Enemy's General, and ſometimes a convenient Town, 
or Fertreſt; by which Means He artfully avoided risking 
his own Glory, and the Lives of his Subjects. He car- 
ried it ſo far, that juſt before the deciſive Victory at Chæ- 
ronea, the very Prieſteſs of Apollo at Delphi was ſtrongly 
ſuſpected - to have Leen tampered with by that Prince; 
for the Confederate Army, who were: then going to en- 
gage, for the common Liberties of Greece, could get no 
Manner of Encouragement from Her; fo that Demofhe- 
Fes, who well knew the Avarice of Prrefs and their jug- 
gling Tricks, might eaſily gueſs that Philip had ſecured 
the Oratle. At another Time, a grave Demagogue of 
Athens, who had long bawled at the exorbitant Power of 
the King of Macedon, was at length prevailed upon, and 
took the Reward of his Treachery with great Complai- 
ſance. 1 * 
Theſe. were the ſucceſsfal Arts, which He uſed a. 
broad; and by ſach Intriegues He often defeated the 
ſtrongeſt Confederacies of all Greece. His Adminiftration 
was wiſe, dreaded abroad, and reſpected at home. What 
Occaſion could He have to penffon his own Subjects! 
Their Love and Efteem was founded upon the real Con- 
viction of the Excellency of his Government, and not up- 
on that flippery Foundation of Corruption. He kept them 
honeſt, by not tempting them to be otherwiſe. Even in 
a je, Cauſe, a Gift perverts the Mind; and, as Tully well 
obſerves upon this Place, «© The Receiver immediately 
% becomes a had Man, and is always expecting grearer 


« Bribes.” The Plunder of a whole People is ſcarce fuf- 


ficient. To this Honeſty of the Macedonians, confirmed 
by their King, is to be attributed their true Greatneſs of 
Mind and perſonal Courage. The Name of Barbarians, 
which the over-wiſe Greeks were too apt to beſtow upon 
their Neighbours, now left them, even by the Confeffion 
of thoſe yery Greeks, who, in a general Aﬀembly E wry 
1 ever 
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confederate Republicks, ſoon after placed Alex- 


ander at the Head of that grand Alliance, which gave 
Him and his Macedonians the Empire of the World.

Sme Thoughts on Elections, particularly an the Election for the 
County of Middleſex. | 


HE Election of a new Parliament being at this Time 
the general Buſineſs of the Kingdom, it is impoſlible 
that any Exgliſoman, who loves the Liberties of his Country, 
can be without many Anxieties, The Power of an Houſe 
if Commons is grown ſo formidable, that the Being of the 
Conſtitution depends upon the right Excercife of it, as the 
fight Exerciſe of this Power muſt always depend on the 
Wiſdom and Honeſty of thoſe with whom it is entruſted.

1. Becauſe the Exigence of Affairs in Times paſt, or 
Complaiſance /of former Parliaments, have, for ſeveral 
| Years, occaſioned the Keeping up a conſiderable Body of 


Land Forces in this Kingdom; and, as various Events 


may happen, to oblige future Parliaments to purſue the 
the ſame Meaſures, which nothing but the utmoſt Ne- 
ceſfity can juſtify, they being repugnant to the Nature of 
our Conftitution, and dangerous to the Liberties of a free 
People; and, as the whole Diſpoſition of the ſaid Forces 
is abſolutely in the Crown: We cannot but think it but 
highly reaſonable, that when ſo great an Increaſe of Pow- 
er and Influence, which was formerly occaſional and rare, 
comes to be annually vefted, and conſtantly exerciſed hy 
the Crown, that ſome ſuch Limitations, as propoſed by 
this Bill, are not only proper, but neceſſary. And we 
are confirmed in that Opinion, by the Doctrine ſo often

The 'Lacedemonians gave the Perſian Cavalry Battle, be- 
fore the Infantry could come up to the Relief of the Place, 
and having deteated them, made themſelves Maſters of 


their Camp:

ther Complaints made of his Conduct, engaged Artexerxes, 
not only to diſgrace him, but to cauſe him to be put to Death.

which Ageſilaus would give no Reſolution, till he knew the.

The Spartan Army having been very ſacceſsful in Phry- 
gia, Pbarnabages, who was Governor of that Country, 
deſigned a Conference with Agefilaus .; which being grant- 
ed, he put him in Remembrance of the Service he had 
done the Grecians in the Peleponntfian War, for which he 
thought this hoſtile Behaviour of theirs. an ungrateful Re- 
turn. Ageſi laus on his Side, inſiſted upon the Freedom of 
the Grecian Cities, as the only Conditions on which he 
ſhould act as a Friend and Ally. He had been two Years 
at the Head of the Army, and his very Name was a Ter- 
rour to the Provinces of the Upper Afia. Such Succeſs 
had attended his Cauſe of aſſerting the Liberties of the 
ſeveral Cities of Aa, that his Thoughts were now bent 
upon turning his Arms againſt the King of 1 4 in his 
own Territories. Tithrauftes ſoon perceived his Deſign, 
and, as the only Means he had left to fruſtrate it, which | 
likewiſe ſucceeded, he ſent a large Sum of Money into 
Greece to corrupt the chief Cities, and to engage them 
againſt the Spartans, Thebes, Argos and Corinth entered 
into an Alliance againſt them, and they were ſoon follow- 
ed by Athens ; while the Lacedemonians marched into Pha- 
cis. Ageſilaus was getting his Troops ready to march 1n- 
to Perſia, when Advice came that Sparta was threatned 
with a formidable War; on Account of which the Epher: 
recalled him to the A ſſiſtance of his Country. He readily 
obeyed, and by the Way was informed, that Arifodemus 
at the Head of the Lacedemonians, had fought a Battle, 
and gained a conſiderable Victory near Corinth. The two 
Fleets met about the ſame Time, near Cnidos, in Caria, 
where the Spartans were defeated, with a very conſidera- 
ble Loſs. pe” 

The Defection of moſt of their Allies followed ſoon 
after, and, from that Time, their Affairs were in a de- 
clining State. Agefilaus was in Boeotia, and juſt as he was 
upon the Foint of giving Battle, he received an Account 
of that Defeat. he two Armies, which were almoſt ot

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And, at his Return, he found his Affairs in ſo bad a 
State, that he was obliged to come to a Capitulation. The 
Propoſals made him were, to deliver up all the Towns of 
Cyprus, (Salamis only excepted) to pay Artaxerxes a 
yearly Tribute, and to remain ſubject to him. The laſt 
Article was the only Stumbling-Block; but Teribazes 
would admit of no Alteration. | | 
Orontes, who became jealous of his Companion's Glory, 
accufed him to the Court, of treaſonable Deſigns againſt 
the King. Teribazes, upon this Accuſation, was con- 
ducted into Perſia, where he demanded a legal Trial; 
but Artaxerxes was too much employed at that Time, to 
take any farther Cognizance of that Aﬀair. Teribazes, 
in the mean Time, finding that the Cyprians made a ſtout 
Defence, and that his own Men began to deſert, thought 
fit to drop the third Article, 'and, upon the King's Com- 
pliance with the other two, raiſed the Siege. | 
After this, Mr. Rollin gives his Readers the Character 
of Evagoras, as drawn by Jhocrates, for the Uſe of his 
Son and Succefſor, Nicocles. He then purſues the Story 
of Teribages, who was honourably acquitted, no other 
Evidence appearing againſt him, than a Letter from O- 
rontes, his protefſed Enemy. The War of Cyprus being 
thus at an End, Artaxerxes fell upon the Caduſians, be- 
cauſe, as our Author ſuppoſes, they reyolted, and re- 
tuſed to pay the uſual Tribute. He went againſt him in 
Perfon, with an Army of 300, ooo Foot, and 10,000 
_ Horfe. The Country was very barren, and the Perſias 
Army reduced to the laſt Extremity, when Teribages re- 
lieved them, by the following Stratagem. The two Kings 
of the Carduftans, who were encamped ſeparately, were 
at Variance; of which Incident, Teribazes being apprized, 
he went to one of them "himſelf, in Perſon, and ſent his 
Son to the other; and informed them ſeparately, that 
their Antagoniſts was ſefiding an Ambaſſy to treat with 
Artyxerxes, to which each bf them added his Advice to 
the King he went to, to be before-hand with the other, 
promiſing to employ all his Intereſt in his Favour. The 
two Kings, accordingly, diſpatched each his Miniſters, the 
one with Teribagzes, and the other with his Son. After 
this Manner, a Treaty was concluded with both. And 
Artaxerxes returned back with Honour, after having loft 
almoſt all his Cavalry, and great Numbers of his beſt Foot 
Soldiers.

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We come now to the fourth Chapter of this Volume, 
which is properly a Compendium of the Life and Death of 
Socrates, Chiefly taken from his Diſciples, ' Plato and Ae.

2. Becauſe we conceive, that the chiefReaſon urged in 
the Debate againſt this Enquiry, is the ſtrongeſt Argument 
imaginable for it, viz. That it might diſcover the Weakneſs 
of theſe Iſlands in the preſent critical Juncture of Affairs, 
and invite our Enemies to invade them: Whereas we think 
that this critical Juncture calls upon us, to put our.

Inducements, may be tempted to attack or invade em. 
But the Interpoſition of a Britiſh Parliament, will be more 
expected, and more effectual, than the Occaſional Expe- 
dients of fluFuating and variable Negotiations, which in 
former Times, have been often more adapted to the 
preſent Neceſſities of the Miniſter, than to the real Ho.

4. Becauſe we apprehend, the debarring this Houfe from 
any Enquiry into the Conduct of Miniſters for the Time 
paſt, or from giving their Advice in Matters of great Con- 
cern to the Publick, for the Time to come, tend to deſtroy 
the very Being of this Houſe, and of Conſequence, the whole 
Frame of our Conſtitution : And how Melancholly a View 
muſt it be to all his Majeſty's Subjects, to ſee the private 
Property of ſo many Particulars, and ſo advantagious a 
Trade to the whole, refuſed to be brought under the Inſpe- 
ction of this Houſe, and yet, (as far as it appears to us) to- 
tally neglected by the Adminiſtration? And we are the more 
ſurpriſed to find this Backwardneſs, with regard to the 
the Intereſt of our Colonies, ſince we are perſuaded, that 
the Ballance of Trade at preſent is againſt us in moſt Parts 
of the World, and only compenſated in fome Degree by 
what we gain by our Weft India Trade: Neither can we 
allow, that they ought to be left to look after themſelves, 
ſince they have a Right to claim even more than the Pro- 
tection of their Mother Country, by the great Wealth 
they annually tranſmit to it, and the great Duties they pa 
to the Increaſe of the Publick Funds, and the Civil Lift ; 
and we are fully convinc'd, that if this beneficial Trade 
ſhould once be loſt, it will be irrecoverably loſt, to the 
infinite Damage of this Kingdom. For tho' the Iſlands 
ſhould be reſtored to us afterwards, the Utenſils and Stock 
of Negroes being carried away, it would take up a long 


Tract of Time, and would be a very great Expence — | 
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the Publick, to re · inſtute them in their preſent Condition ; 
We rather think it impracticable to reſtore them, tho we 
can by no means ſuppoſe it difficult, by timely Precaution, 
to prevent their Deſtruction.

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But what Proofs do theſe Incendiaries bring to convince 
ns, that ſuch a Deſign was ever thought of, by any but 
themſelves ? Can they inſtance one Act of Tyranny com- 
mitted fince the Acceſſion of King George the Tir, whoſe 
Memory will be ever dear to all true Proteſtants ? or one 
Act of Oppreflion warranted, or ſo much as connived at, 
in the preſent Reign ? I am perſuaded not ; and yet to 
ſuch a Pitch of Inſolence have they arrived, in- their In- 
vectives againſt the preſent Government, as cannot but 
ſtartle all true Engliſpmen, and make them abhor ſuch 
Trumpeters of Rebellion, who, tho? they treat the Go- 
vernment as if it was ſupported by the moſt arbitrary 
Meaſures, are not able to give one good Reafon for their 
late unaccountable Oppoſition againſt it. 


Tho' the Craſiſmun allows, there may be ſome Truth in 
the Pretender's actually preparing for a Fourney, and that.

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By this they plainly diſcover, how ſafe our Liberties 
and the Freedom of Parliaments would be, if in their 
Hands. TI often wonder the Doctrine of affaflinating a 
Prime Miniſter, recommended ſome Time before, under 
the thin Cover of an Extract from the Hiſtory of Portugal, 
had not been put in Practice upon that Occaſion. 

When I have read the elaborate Diſcourſes of theſe Gen- 
tlemen upon the Power of the People, and the Duty of 
conſulting them how to vote in the Houſe, I haye queſti- 
oned, whether if they ſhould be intrufted with mendin
